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DOWN WITH THE SURPLUS 


SENATOR DOLPH’S RESPONSE 
TO TANNER’S TOAST. 
MANY MILLIONS FOR TRIBUTE AND SEV- 
ERAL MILLIONS FOR THE DEFENSES 

OF THE PACIFIC COAST. ° 


Wasuineton, Dec, 27.—When Harry Phillips, 
one of the Pension Office employes under the 
jJate Corporal Tanner of generous memory, cel- 
ebrated his rerating with a dinner at one of 
the hotels here, and Tanner drank that mem- 
orable toast about “confusion to the surplus,” 
it was regarded as a foolish thing, and very 
litQe attention was paid to it. But there is 
a very decided disposition manifested in the 
Congress to regard the surplus as something 
that ought to be got rid of in any way except 
by the reduction of taxes. 

It does not crop out alone in such measures 
as the bill to refund the direct taxes which 
Senator Morrill has brought forward, nor in 
the battered Education bill that Blair has in- 
cluded in his budget of crankeries. The 
bundle of public building bills, in both houses, 
is an indication of a feeling that an overflow- 
ing Treasury can be most satisfactorily emptied 
by Senators and Representatives by plunder- 
ing it afterit has been unnecessarily and wick- 
edly gorged with ill-gotten taxes, rather than 
by s0 amending the laws as to remove the 
temptation to make wanton and extravagant 
expendituras. 

Itis apparent that Senator Dolph has come 
to the conclusion that the surplus is illimitable, 
and that the people who made it are inclined to 
have it spent on the great Northwest. He has 
introduced a great many bilis, and they indicate 
a willingness to spend the taxes of the people 
freely that is a revelation of Senatorial gen- 
erosity. One of these bills is a proposition 
that the United States shall give to the State of 
Oregon tive townships in and about the neigh- 
borhood of Crater Lake for a public park, the 
State to maintain this park after the grant has 
been made. Another bill cives to the city of 
Tne Dalles a part of The Dalles mulitary reser- 
Vation, also to be aa public park. Neither of 
these bills takes any money out of the ‘I'reas- 
ury, but each deprives the Government of land 
that mignt be sold to. put money into the Treas- 
ury. His bill “to provide tor fortifications 
and ‘other seacost defenses” is a “thumper.” 
It aska for an appropriation of $126,377,80Q, 
to be available in three years, to construct de- 
fenses at ull the principal ports an the Atlantic 
and Pagific coasts, the lake ports, and on the 
Guif of Mexico. A gun factory, to cost $1,000- 
000 and to be erected on the Pacific coast, is to 
come oat of the appropriation. E 

It1is apparently for the purpose of establish- 
ing one of the fortitications that are to cosia 
part of this $126,000,000 that che Senator has 
introduced anotner bill to 4 thorize the pur- 
chase of a site on Puget Sound, without stating 
even an approximate price for the lands to be 
picked oat. Then he has a thira bill appro- 
priating $1,000,000 fo be used in the purchase 
of sites for fortitications where sites have not 
already veen reserved or acquired. To provide 
Portiand with a public building he has intro- 
duced a bill appropriating $500,000. He asks 
also for another public building at Salem, 
Oregon, but it js only to cost the smalisum of 
$100,000, which seems insignificans after one 
has read the Fortifications bill. 

A little bill upon which no computation of 
cost has been attempted is one that provides a 
retired list for privates and non-commissioned 
officers ot the army. It proposes that any pri- 
vate soldier or non-commissioned officer who 
has served twenty-five years may be retired 
with 75 per cent. of the pay of hig rank. An 
enlisted man who has served twenty years and 
been disabled in the line of duty may he re- 
tired on the same terms as to retired pay. A 
second seetion Of the bill allows any enlisted 
nan who served one year in the war of the re- 
bellion, either as officer, uen-commissioned 
otlicer, or private, and who: had completed 
twenty years of service, continuoug or other- 
wise, to be retired at 75 per cent, of his pay at 
retirement. 

There is an insignificant little bill from the 
same Senator asking for the delivery to the 
State of Washington gf ordnance stores of the 
value of $12,398 55, borrowed by Oregon dur- 
ing the Nez Percés war of 1977, and not re- 
turned. A larger one is a bill appropriating 
$3,296,658 81 to pay a balance said to be 
due to claimantsin Oregon and Washington 
for losses in the Indian wars of 1855-6. till 
another and very generous Dill is one of which 
there is no computation of cost. It proposes 
that ‘‘every  pewresg who joined, assisted, or 
Was associated with the military forces of the 
United States” in Oregon, [daho,and Washington 
auring the Nez Percés, Bannock, and Shoshone 
wars in 1877 and 1878, and not heretofore 
paid by the United States, shall be paid at the 
rate of $3 a day for their services, Ail persons 
who performed services not of a military char- 
acter, and who have not yet been paid, are in- 
vited to present their billsto the Secretary of 
the Treasury, who is authorized to pay as 
much as he sees fit. ll persons wounded or 
disabled in the service in these wars are to be 
entitled to the benefits of the pension vege 

This is not all that Senator Doiph has found 
to offer by way of reducing the surplus. He 
has one bill to pay $28,140 75 for claims for 
Indian depredations recognized in a treaty with 
the Rogue River Indians in 1853. A larger one 
18 a bill to appropriate $5,000,000 to pay In- 
dian depredativun claims investigated by the 
Secretary of the Interior, and by him reported 
to the Cengress. A modest Dill to author- 
ize the payment to Oregon of $18,845 84 
“for suppiles furnished to the soldiers,” date 
not mentioned, is the last of the budget so far 
as ascertained. Here is a summary, with.allow- 
ances for those bills on which no careful com- 
putations have been made:

She searched 
upeavailingly until nearly morning, The search 
has been continuea for two days without find- 
img any trace of Boyd, and it is believed that 
he met with foul play at the hands of intoxt- 
oated Quarrymen or was accidentally drowned.

PORTUGADS WAR CLOUD. 


ENGLAND’S WAR VESSELS AT GIBRALTAR 
—SERPA PINTO COMING HOME, 


LONDON, Deo. 27.—The British squadron of 
action has been ordered to rendezvous at Gi- 
braltar in order to be in readiness to moye af 
once to Lisbon. The Temeraire has already ar- 
rived, and the Colossus an@ Benbow left Malta 
this afternoon, This is interpreted as indicat- 
ing thatthe Government no Jonger apprehends 
that a quasi warlike movement will add to the 
irritation already existing or stand in the way 
of a peaceful solution of the troubles, : 

LisBoN, Deo. 27,—The Chicago, flagship of the 
American squadron here, was to-day visited 
and inspected by Senhor Frederico Ressano 
Garcia, Secretary of the Portuguese Navy. 

Serpa Pinto is returning to Europe upon the 
plea of ill health. Ais dispatches to the Gov- 
ernment declare that the English officials have 
written him their thanks for his services in 
Nyassa land. 

Au official dispateh announces that Makalelo- 
land is completely pacitied. 


A sensational article was published yesterday, 
tothe effect that Secretary Biaine had taken 
sides with Great Britain in her quarrel with 


Portugal. The presence of the American sqad- 
ron of evolution in the harbor of Lisoon was 
pointed to as a move in this policy. The pre- 
text was asserted to be the claim of Mrs. 
MoeMurdo of this country that the interests left 
her by her husband in a railroad built by him at 
Delaxoa Bay with Englisn capital were jeop- 
ardized. 

Col. Edward MoMurdo, a Kentuckian, got 
@ concession from Portugal to build a rail- 
road from Delagoa Bay, on the East Afri- 
can coast, to the frontier. A company 
was formed in England, and the railroaa 


was constructed and partly equipped. Be-] q 


fore the death of King Luis there was 
trouble between Col. McMurdo’s company and 
the Government, and various representations 
were made that the terms of the agreement had 
not been compliea with. The Colonel and the 
King were friendly and they eusily smoothed 
over the complaints, which, however, rose 
again and again. These are suppoused to have 
ew McMurdo’s death last Spring in 
eris. 

After McMurdo’s death the British capitalists 
made an attempt to haye their claims recog- 
nized by Portugal, but withoat success, Mrs. 
McMurdo was next told she must get the United 
States Government interested, and Col. Robert 
G. Ingersoll was among counsel engaged to as- 
sist in this undertaking. In August the widow 
Came here with her papers, and John M. Fran- 
cis ot Troy, an old family friend, escorted her 
to Secretary Blaine. Mrs. MceMurdo’s friends 
say she ad no difficulty in convincing 
the Secretary, of State that her case 
was @ proper one for his interference. They 
are perfectly satistied with the course that has 
been taken in her hehalf, but protest against 
the stories that are being circulated regarding 
@ menacing alliance. They feel confident that 
Portugal will concede the claim of Mrs, Mc- 
Murdo, and pay her a fair amount. 

I don’t believe,” said a cousin of Mrs, Mc- 
Murdo, “that there is any signifivance in the 
gathering of the war ships off Portugal. The 
Claim matter is moving along too smoothly, so 
far as we know, to warrant any warlike demon- 
stration.” 


MEXICU’S PROPOSED BANK, 


THE HOLDER OF THE CONCESSION 
FINDING OPPOSITION IN EUROPE. 


City OF MEXICO, Dec. 27.—Reports have 
been current here to-day and yesterday that 
the concessionaire of the projected Bank of 
Fomento had met with such strong oppositition 
to the scheme in Europe that he would be com- 
pelled to abandon it and fdrfeit the earnest 
money, $200,000, deposited in the national 
Bank here, 

THE TIMES’sS corraspondent has investigated 
these reports and talked with the persons most 
familiar with the matter. It appears that Mr. 
Alexander de Gessler, now in Europe, has 
found his efforts to secure capital strongly 
épposed, but is very hopeful of success, Mr. 
de Gessler believes this opposition emanates 
trom Europeans interested in retaining for the 
national bank ite present monopoly of dealing 
with the Goverament and expects a bitter con- 
test with the powerful interests allied with the 
national bank. He cables here, however, that 
he will succeed in overcominy ail opposition. 

It has been Barc mteve that this project could 
not be carried through by reason of tho fact 
that a large part of the capital to be paid in was 
to be loaned to the Government at4 per cent, 
and that this feature of the concession would 
make it impossible to float the scheme in Eu- 
rope. Should more than $5,000,000, the mini- 
muu capital allowed for the bank to start with, 
be secured the institution would bave an equal 
chance with other institutions to do a profitable 
business. The concession is a valuable one, and 
if the present holder drops it there are others 
standing ready to take it up, with certain modl- 
fications. The authorized capiial is $25,000,- 
000, one-fifth to be paid in. 

A New-York syndicateis reported to have pur- 
chased 2,000,000 yards of land near the jockey 
clab race grounds, where it will lay out streets 
and build houses, which are in good demand 
here by reason of the overcrowded condition of 
the city.

A NEGRO BANJO ARTIST SHOOTS HIS 
CRITIC DEAD. 


OoLuUmMBIA, 8 C., Dec. 27.—On Christmas 
night a colored ball was held on Simms’s tur- 
pentine farm, about twelve miles from this city. 
The music for the sable belles and beaus was 
furnished by @ negro named Henry Saxon, who 


icked on the banjo “’Possum up de Gum 
free,” “’Liza Jane,” and other popular South- 
ern negro plantation melodies. 

Willis Giass, one of the dancers, didn’t like 
Saxon’s playing, and declared he *“couldn’t 
keep time nohow to such picking on de banjo.” 
He insisted that Saxon give way to another 
catgut artist. Saxon relinquished the banjo, 
but asked Glass go step outside, saying he 
wanted to see him’a minute. When the two 
men got out doors Saxon inquired of Glass if he 
meant to find fault with his playing on the 
banjo. Upon Glass reviying promptly in the 
affirmative, Saxon said: “ Then you've insulted 
me,” and, pulling a pistol, shot the critic of his 
musical proticiency dead. The. murderer tied,

ON ITS FEET AGAIN. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 27.—In February next 
the Oliver Iron and Steel Company of this city 
will discharge the last of its obligations and 
stand again untrammeled by debt. On Jan. 15, 
1885, when the firm failed for over $1,500,000, 


some people thought it would nevér get on its 
feet again. At a meeting of the creditors held a 
few days after the Olivers asked for time, prom- 
ising to pay the entire amount of indebtedness 
in five equal payments of $800,000 each. The 

roposition was promptly accepted by the cred- 
tors, and has been kept to the letter. 

The direct cause of the failure was the pro- 
testing of paper tothe amount of $80,000 in 
Now-York. The mills of the firm did not stop 
running an hour. The failure was announced 
in the afternoon of Jan. 15 and next morning 
everything was running at all the works of the 
company as usual, This has m the case 
ever since, and despite several heavy losses by 
fire the firm has met the payments, whicn 
average nearly $1,000 every business day, 
promptly.

THK EPIDEMIC TRACKS HIM 
INTO KANSAS. 
RAPID SPREAD OF THE INFLUENZA 
OVER THE COUNTRY—“‘ LORD CHUM- 
LEY” AFFECTED. 


Kansas Ciry, Mo., Des, 27.—An Atchison, 
Kan., special says: *‘Seuator John J. Ingalls, who 
is at his home here spending the noliday vaca- 
tion, was seized with a coid last night, this 
morning developing mild symptoms of Russian 
influenza, The attack is not serious, however, 
although it compelled Mr. Ingalls to cancel an 
engagement to address a teachers’ association 
at Topeka to-day.” 

A later dispatch frem Atchison says: ‘“‘ The 
Senator’s attack of influenza assumed a more 
virulent form later in the day, and he was com- 
pelled by his physicians to take to his bed. No 
serious results are anticipated, but Mr. Ingalls 


will remain in the hands of his friends, the 
physicians, until he has fully recovered. 

OMAHA, Dec. 27.—La grippe, or Russian in- 
fluenza, is prevailing here in epidemic form. It 
is estimated that fully two-thirds of the people 
are suffering from it at the present time. It is 
in mild form, only about half those attacked 
being contined to their beds, if medical treat- 
mentis promptiy given. There have been no 
deaths, Physicians look upon ijt as a developed 
stage of epizootic, and successfully treat it 
from that diagnosis. 

RocuesTEeR, N, Y., Deo, 27.—Tho influenza 
has at last become epidemic in this city and 
there are several hundred cases of it. Physi- 
cians differ as to its nature and several of the 
octors themselves are ill of it. The symptoms 
seem to be about the same in all the cases and 
none of the patients are very ill. At the State 
Industrial School 110 cases are reported among 


the inmates. No deaths have occurred as far 
as known. 


Boston, Dec. 27.—Owing to the illness of 
two members of Mr. Sothern’s company from 


the influenza, the performance of “ Lord 
Chumiley” at the MHollis-Street Theatre was 
abandoned to-night, the money being refunded 
to the ticket holders, 


CANTON, Mass., Deo, 27.—Thomas Smith, aged 
twenty-five years, of this town, died this morn- 


ing. He nad been ill with influenza and vent- 
ured out before he had entirely recovered. His 
jilness developed into pneumonia. 


BALTIMORE, Dec, 27.—Thirty-odd of the local 
Post Office clerks and letter carriers are suffer- 


ing from influenza and unable to work. Numer- 
ous other local cases of “la grippe” are also 
reported. ; 


CHICAGO, Dec. 27. — Russian influenza has 
shown itself in Chicago, and already a large 
nuiober of cases are reported. 


Dr. Robbins, the surgeon of the Brooklyn 
Fire Department, said yesterday that about 10 
per cent. of the members of the force were 
suffering from the “grip.”

VIRULENCE IN EUROPE. 
PARIS, Deo. 27.—The influenza is spreading 
and is very fatal. The large number of deaths 
is exciting grave apprehensions. The pnumber 


of deaths from all causes Christmas Day was 
$18. For several years the average for that 
day has been 200. Itis reported this morning 
that 580 deaths from the disease have occurred 
within twenty-four nourse. The papers print 
this report, but some of them doubt the figures, 
claiming that they are too high. 

Fully one-third of the populace is_ prostrate. 
The editor of the Moniteur Universel and three 
soldiers died in the Versailles hospital to-day. 


BERLIN, Dec. 27.—For some days paso there 
have been a few sporadic cases of influenza at 


Koenigsberg, but the disease has now become 
epidemic, and some of the cases are of the most 
serious nature. 

The disease is increasing throughout Ger- 
many. It-has crippled operations in the ship- 
building yards in Flensburg, Kiel, and Dantzie. 
Ip cases where the disease is slighted or not 
treated, it engenders pulmonary disorders. The 
agctors say that the climax is passed in this 
city, and that the disease is on the wane. In 
consequence of the many cases in the Guards, 
all furloughs are suspended. 


MADRID, Dec. 27.—A meeting of medical men, 
the Governor of Madrid presiding, was held to- 


day to consider moasures for coping with the 
epidemic of influenza which is rapidly spread- 
ing. It was desided to open relicf bureaus at 
all the hospitals and to distribute appropriate 
medicines among the afilicted. 

The tenor Gayarre, Seiior Canovas del Caa- 
tillv, and several Cabinet Ministers, including 
Premier Sagasta, are among the sufierers from 
influenza. 


VIENNA, Deo, 27.—The hospitals in this city 
are crowded with patients suffering from in- 


fluenza, accompanied by inflammation of the 
lungs, pleurjay, and peritonitis. There have 
been several deaths. 

_ There are over one hundred cases of influenza 
in Prague. 


8T. PETERSBURG, Dec, 27.—The Czar 1s making 


favorable progress toward recovery from his 


attack of influenza. He hus never been ina 
critical condition, and no fears have been felt as 
to the outcome of his illness.

Bi BoE SEAT 
A MEDICAL VIEW OF IT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 27.—The Medical News 
of this city, in its issue of to-morrow, will pub- 
lish an exhaustive article on infiuenza by Prof. 
Roberts Bartholomew of Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege which is of especial interest to the medical 


profession. After giving a historical sketch or 
the disease, its pathology, and morbid anatomy, 
ths author says: 

‘Influenza comes suddenly; goes as quickly. The 
least robust at any age and women seem to be the 
first victims. It is here a question of bodily condi- 
tion, not of the sex. The large numbers simuitane- 
ously attacked attracts genéral attention, and thus 
those most impressionable are seized, the onset be- 
ing facilitated by any depressing emotion, like fear 
or flilness, There is no rigor, properly to thu 
designated, but rather a series of light chilis and 
a feeling of heat therewith. sometimes malaise o 
a general kind is experiepced, but, like the attack 

is short in duration, lasting but a few hours, 

“ With the first access of the nasal and faucial 
irritation comes the chilliness, whch is followed by 
some fevérishness, with more pronounced malaise, 
and, in general, the headache, weakness, and sore- 
ness of the members, especially of the larger joints. 
Witb the progress of the case in some epidemics 
there is considerablo general weakness, even 
marked depression of thé vital powers. The pulse 
become small and weak, the miud gloomy, and rost- 
lessness ensues. When & tatal termination is to 
occur, as arule, an extension downward into the 
trachea and bronchi takes place. 

“* Although catarrhal and croupous pneumonia are 
said tu be ‘complications,’ they should be regarded 
as occasional cunditions, and, when present, are, 
propert speaking, Ccoustitated parts of the malady. 

he chief importance of croupous and catarrhal 
pneumonia is that the development of these, out of 
an existing Catarrh of the bronchi, is sgensety a 
cause of death. Tho rapidity with whioh the dis- 
ease supervenes—its preliminary development

or four daye—is remarkable, Kelapses are com- 
mon, usually each succeeding seiznre being milder, 
but not afew pass by easy transition inté chronic 
bronchitis, emphysema, asthma. &c.

** Salicylate of clnchonidine and quinine should be 
given as a propns eons remedy if there be reasons 
to suppose that such wor ig really exerted by it. 
My own oe is that as a prophylactic the com- 
bination of cinchonidine with salicylic acid is pref- 
erable to quinine. For the depression and melun- 
choly it is probable that atropine will do better. 
For the distressing enn oint pai 
fulness, antipyrine, acetanilide, phenacetine, and 
other germicides and antiseptics will no doubt, be 
found useful.”

OF A PENNSYLVANIA 
DROPS INTO A MINK, 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Dec. 27.—A disastrous 
cave-in of the earth's surface occurred this 
afternoon at 4 o’clock in the town of Plains, 
three miles north of this city. The affected 
parts cover an area of 130 square yards and is 
Situated in the slope of a hill.

A BRITISH SHIP SUNK. 


ALL THE CREW SAVED EXCEPT TWO 
COLORED SAILORS. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, Dec. 27.—At 1:30 o’clock 
this morning the Union Pacific steamer Oregon 
ran into and sunk the British ship Clan Me- 
Kenzie at Coffin Rock, on the Columbia River. 
Charles Austin and Matthew Reid, two colored 
sailors, were instantly killed. They were 
asleep in the forecastle of the Clan McKenzie, 
and when tha bow of the Oregon struck her the 
sharp plate of iron ran into the bunks in which 
the sailors were lying. cutting the two men in 
half. They were struck at the waist and the 
upper part ofeach body fell into the river below 
and sank, 

Charlies Fish, a coal passer of the Oregon, was 
injured, but not fatally, A member of the 
Clan’s crew said that as soonas the two men 
were cut thelr blood flew in every direction, 
bespattering the walls and broken timbers and 
then the water began to pour in. 

The Oregon was on her way down the river, 
en route to San Francisco, with afull cargo 
and passengers, and the Clan Mo Kenzie was 
lying at anchor in one side of the channel. 

Immediately after the collision the ship be- 
gan to settle and svon sank io four fathoms of 
water, All the crew were safely transferred to 
the Oregon and brought back to thecity. The 
Clean McKenzie ia @ tine iron vessel. She came 
from Rio Janeiro in ballast. It is thought the 
vessel may be raised. Shwe is valued at $80,000, 
and is said to be fully insured. The loss tothe 
Oregon will be $10,000.

TRYING TO INDUCE GEN. CRESPO TO AID 
HIM IN VENEZUELA, 


CARACAS, Dec. 4.—A letter has been received 
from Puerto Espafia, Trinidad, which says that 
Gen. Guzman Blanco has made propositions to 
Gen. Crespo, offering him every description of 
support, money, arms, &c., to enable him to he- 
come President on the condition that President 
Rojas Paul is placad in his power, in order to 
wreak upon him terrible vengeance for what he 
considers his treason. 

Ore has declined the proposals, through a 
recollection of favors done to him by Paul, and 
in @ great measure owing to the resolute atti- 
tude of his wife, who has threatened him with 
eerie if he listens to Guzman’s propoa- 
als. 

In spite of thie, there is some fear that Crespo 


may be tempted by the lavish promises of Guz- 


man, 80 much so that there is some anprehen- 
sion of a disturbance of the public peace.

TROUBLE FEARED IN HAYTI

THE HATED COUNT SESMAI- 
SONS TO RETURN. 
HIS PRESENCE LIKELY TO RESULT IN A 
REVOLUTION—THE UNITED STATES 
EXPECTED TO INTERFERE. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, Dec. 21.—There are 
more breakers ahead for unhappy Hayti, com- 
plications as serious as those from which she 
has just passed, and which may involve the 
United States and the French Republic. From 
the highest authority from which such informa- 
tion could emanate I have} been positively in- 
formed that the Count Sesmaisons is to return 
here in the official capacity of Minister to 
France. Persons best informed on this subdjeot 
do not hesitate te say that his presence in Hayti 
means nothing short of another revolution. 
But the full import of his return, as affects the 
United States, will be more fully appreciated 
when itis remembered that this is the person- 
age who at the time of the illegal capture and 
detention of the American steamer Haytian Re- 
Public, used his utmost exertions with the Hay- 
tlans t@ prevent that vessel’s release, even 
going so far as to have produced in evidence 
against the seized steamer a private letter ad- 
dressed to himself, 

This was commented on at the time as being 
a highly irregular proceeding, and an inquiry 
on the partofthe United states Government 
was said to have been instituted regarding it. 
Bat his subsequent acts made it scarcely worth 
while to ask the motive of this, for with the 
most audacious effrontery he used his ofticial 
office as representative of what purported to be 
a neutral power, to aid in every conceivable 
wey the cause of the Légitime faction, and with 
so little pretense of concealment, that thé pro- 
testing departments undér Hippolyte, after 
many fruitiess demands for his recall, 
were at Jast compelled to see in these 
officious acts only a simple compliance 
with his instructions. His entire career 
here as Minister reexed with the most bare- 
taced partisanship, inciting by words and deeds 
the Légitimists to the most desperate measures, 
and while the United States was using in a 
legitimate and proper way its influence to pre- 
vent the further eifusion of biood, this restiess 
schemer was throwing the weight of France in 
the opposite scale. It is current that he tn- 
flamed the passions of the Port au Prince gar- 
rison by mpg te accusing Hippolyte of atro- 
cious cruelty to his prisoners. 

But, whatever charges may be brought against 
President Hippolyte and his Government, the 
sin of adulation of this French diplomat is 
not one of them, and the question arises, 
Why does not Hayti refuse to receive him, as 
the State unquestionably has such a right? 
The reason can be given in three words: Hayti 
is —- Conscious of the weskness of her 
GoverniMent, she dreads the effect of a display 
of force by France on the insurrectionary eie- 
ment in her midst, unless the titular Gevern- 
ment is in turn backed by another power. 

I have the right to say thatit Hayti receives 
the assurance of the moral support of the 

United States, Minister Sesmuisons will never 
be allowed to set his foot on Haytian soil as 
representative of France, and that if such as- 
surance is not given Hippolyte will not dare 
object. Considering the former acts of this 
Minister, which were in direct conflict with the 
expressed policy of the United States, his 
being foisted on’ Gayti against the popu- 
lar will is regarded by Haytians here 
as much a snub to the United States as 
it is a menace to the tranquility of this 
republic. The Haytians tear, and with 
xood reason, that if they are compelled to re- 
ceive him thé French Legation in place of being 
a bond of amity between the two countries will 
be insteud a wedium of offense, the rendezvous 
aod headquarters of every malcontent and rev- 
olutionist. They still remember with appre- 
bension his boast made when first landing in 
Hayti: * Had [ beeu French Minister to Hayti 
in 1883 Hayti would now be under the protec- 
tion of France.” 

The Haytians are not easily jostled out of 
their habitual stolidity, but this news of the 
Count Sesmaisons’s return and the close prox- 
imity of his too), the deposed President Lé- 
gitime, in Jamaica, has done it most effeetually. 

hey see in it nothing less than areturn of 
French ascendency and its legioal consequence 
—another revolution. It is significant that as 
goon ag the intelligence of the Count’s de- 
parture from Paris for Port au Prince was 
received here a decree was projected warning 
foreign merchants not to look to the Govern- 
ment of Hayti for redress or indemnity for loss 
incurred during revolution. This republic is 
small and, against a foreign nation, powerless. 
Its acquisition by France is desirable mainly 
because of its geographical position, command- 
ing as it does the gateway to the Caribbean Sea 
and the isthmwian highroad of commerce. 

Itis violating no contidence to state that the 
United States has during the past year made 
earnest efforts to draw closer the friendly rela- 
tions with the black republic, and it is the un- 
disguised opinion bere that if this French Min- 
ister is permitted to return to Hayti, its 
endeavors cau be relegated to the list of things 
unaccomplished. Hippolyte and his party have 
professedly been in favor of closer relations with 
the sister republio, and having by the aia of 
Aweérican war vessels whioh compelled Lé- 
gitime to adhere to the rules of blockade gained 
the Presidency, has given since no hint of apply- 
ing to the United States the old prejudice against 
foreigners and foreign capital. Onall sides 
it is apparent that the growing influence of the 
United Statesin Hayti is regarded with extreme 
jealousy by France, and the most prominent 
personages in Port au Prince do not hesitate to 
say so. The eending of Minister Sesmatsons to 
Haytiis rezarded here as a long striae made by 
France toward the curtailmentof this American 
influence. 

The North Atlantic squadron, under command 
of Kear Admiral Bancroft Gherardi, consisting 
of the flagship Galena, Kearsarge, and Dolphin, 
arrived in the harbor on the 16th inst. As early 
us possible I sought an interview with Admiral 
Gherardi in reference to the return of Minister 
Seswaisons to Hayti. The Admiral regretied 
tbat the subject was of such a serious nature as 
to prohibit him from saying anything about it 
tor publication at present. 

Thuraday President Hippolyte, ascompanied 
by his Cabinet and the principal officers of the 
Haytian army and navy, paid an official visit to 
admiral Gherardi on board his ftagship, the 
Galena United States Minister Douglass and 
President Hippolyte’s two daughters were also 
of the party. As the Admiral’s barge, contain- 
ing the President and his personal staff, pushed 
otf from the wharf, three Haytian gunboats 
lying close inshore fired a salute in honor of 
thetr chief. At the first gun the American war 
vessels manned yards, and as the cortdge 
ranged abreast the Dolphin 4 salute of twenty- 
one gune from that ship was tired, echoed a few 
moments later by the deep-toned bass of the 
Galena’s guns. A final salute of twenty-one 
guns from the flagship on the President’s de- 
parture compieted the explosive part of the 
ba toy gy & 

It 16 interesting to recall the fact that on 
this day one year ago the Galena and Yantic 
steamed into this harbor with loaded guns and 
decks Cleared for action, to demand of the Hay- 
tians the release of the American steamship 
Haytian Republuo. 





SUIT FOR NEARLY A MILLION. 
8ST. Louis, Dee. 27,—The estate of the late Dr. 
James H. McLean was sued to-day for $995,000, 
The plaintiff in the case is William Jackson, and 


the defendants are L. F. Campbell and J. H. 
Crane, surviving executors of the J. H. McLean 
estate, the last named being also administra- 
tor of the estate of Mrs. J. H. McLean, who died 
shortly after ner husband’s demise. 

The petition embraces abouts a dozen pages of 
type-written matter, and it sets forth as the 
basis of the action Dr. McLean’s connection 
with the Carbondale, Metropolis and Paducah 
Railroad Company. It is averred tnat the Di- 
rectors of this road authorized the tissue of 
2,040 interest-bearing 6 per cent. bonds of the 
par value of £1,000 each, secured by a tiratlien 
On the property.

four of the occupants and the horses, The names 
of the dead are: James wson, C. D. Campbell, 
Joseph Looxe, and J. V. Bodweli. The other two 
escaped with severe bruises. 








CAUSED BY A BROKEN CHAIN. 


A BRIDGE FALLS, KILLING ONE MAN 
AND INJURING OTHERS. 


WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Deo. 27.—A terrible 
accident happened at 3:15 this afternoon on the 
Market-street bridge. In putting up the fourth 
span of the bridge one of the hangers which up- 
hold the flooring and are suspended from the 
iron trusses above was not finished by bolting 
to the flooring on account of the nuts not fitting, 
put was suspended by achain in place of the 
solid hanger which would take its place when 
the bridge was completed. 

The temporary trestles, with the exception of 
one, had been removed to-day from under the 
span, and when a lumber wagon driven by 
Burt Thompson attempted to cross the chain 
parted, allowing one end of the heavy iron 
girder which it supported and about forty feet 
of the flooring to fall into the river. The horses, 
wagon, driver, and six or seven men who were 
on this partof the bridge fell with itinto tre 
river, or fortunately grasped the part still 
standing and saved themseives. 

William Somers of Rochester, N. Y., one of 
the bridge workmen, avas struck by the wagou 
in his fall and is dead. He was terribly injured 
about the head. He was brought to shore in a 
boat, and Drs, Nutt and Millet, who were early 
on the ground, made energetic bat vain efforts 
to resuscitate him. 

John Daley, another of the workmen, had his 
leg broken by the timbers which fell upon him. 
He was taken tothe hospital Frank Cable, the 
foreman of the men, has a broken wrist. Bert 
Thompeon, the driver, was taken to the hos- 
pital seriously injured. 

The horses were drowned, and, with the 
wagon, are lying about 200 feet below the 
bridge, stuck on an old bridgespan. The work- 
men olaim that when Thompson’s team ap- 
proached they yelled to the driver to stop, but 


that he drove right on, either not hearing or 
not heeding them,

Mr. Pool has obediently 
tendered it, and it willtake effect the lst of 
January. The reason for the request is said to 
be that Mr. Pool has beenfhunting for shekels in 
the wheat market, and to speculate is to do

Central Ruad. Mr. Pool’s successor will be R. 
L, Douglass of the Western Transit Company, 
one of the Central’s auxiliary departments. 

The fact was not generally known vesterday, 
but those members of the Produce Exchange 
who did know it discussed itand Mr. Pool with 
a good deal of interest. The saiary he received 
was $10,000 a year, which was sutlicient to 
permit of Mr. Pool’s belonging to several clubs 
and making himself popular about town. He 
isa tailand handsome blond. His clothes fit 
him and he can smile genially. 

Mr. Pool took a prominent, if unofticial, part 
in the naval parade on the occasion of the cen- 
tennial celebration last Spring. He was in 
charge of the flest of Central Railroad tug, 
which were made use of by the officials of the 
road and their guests. Mr. Pool attired himself 
as an Admiraland’ paced the quarter-deck of 
the tugboat as the procession moved up the 
bay. it was a great day for him. 

His office is at 1 Beaver-street. When a re- 
porter called on him yesterday afternoon he 
said that it was true that his resignation had 
been asked for and that he had givenit. That 
was all there wastoit. It has been the duty of 
Mr. Pool and Mr. Twombly to look after the 
elevators and the reception of grain from inte- 
rior points.

SLEVIN PROTESTS IN VAIN 


OVERRULED BY TAMMANY’S 
GENHRAL OOMMITTEE. 
THE THIRD DISTRICT REORGANIZATION 
WILL GO ON—THE ROW IN THE 

WIGWAM. 


’ Tammany has a family row on hand that 
threatens to develop into a big and bitter fight. 
Some of the leaders are dissatistied with the 
way things have been going lately. Register 
James J. Slevin, leader in the Third Dystrict, 
certainly is, He has been practically depesed 
from his leadership, but he was at the meeting 
of the ‘rammany General Committee held in the 
Wigwam last night, and there he put in a pro- 
test against the steps that are being taken by 
the dominant bosses to get him out. 

The protest did not amount to anything, so 
far as his chance of retaining the leadership 
was concerned, but it brought to light again the 
fact that all who dwell in Tammany are not 
happy. 

Police Justice Daniel O’Rellly, the Counties’ 
leader in the Third, was willing to come into 
Tammany and co-operate with Mr. Slevin in the 
leadership. Mr. Slevin, whois one of the aldest, 
if not the oldest leader in point of service in 


Tammany, objected, and as O’ Reilly was want- 
ed very much by the Tammanyites who run the 
machine, the resul5 was the appointment of the 
committee to reorganize the ird, as well a6 
the fwelfth and Fifteenth Districts, at Monday 
night’s meeting of the Committee on Organiza- 


tion. 

Richard Oroker, Commissioner Gilroy, and 
many other of the big meu among the braves 
were on hand at last night’s meeting. Gena. 
John Cochrane presided. The report of the 
Committee of kb a” = four fixing the primary 
for Jan. 10 in all districts except the three to 
be reorganized was accepted, and Mr, Oroker 
got a resolution appropriating $1,000 to the 
Washington Memorial Arch fund through with- 
out any trouble, 

After this business was disposed of Mr. Slevin 
handed in the resolution which made the meet- 
ing of unusual interest. In it he stated that it 
never was and it is not now the policy of Tam- 
many to punish its friends and reward Its ene- 
mies, and he made the point that Tammany 
should not welcome men into the organization 
who had taken part in the coalition made be- 
tween the County Democrats and the Republic- 
ana at the lastelection. He stated that this combi- 
nation was made with the intention of promoting 
the election of Republicans to the Legislature. 
His resolution asked that, in order to firit 
so that none but real Democrats should be ad- 
mitted to vote at the primaries, a committee of 
tive should be appointed in each of the districts 
to be reorganized, to act as inspectors of elec- 
tion, and pass upon the voters. 

When John B. McGoldrick, Reading Secretary, 
had tinished the resolution, Mr. Slevin promptly 
moved its adoption. Richard Croeker got upon 
the floor without delay and said: . 

“Itis not the purpose of Tammany Hall to 
punish ite friends or reward ita enemies, but 
it is the intention of the organization to 
strengthen its membership, where it sees an 
opportunity to do so with good men.” 

Register Slevin interrupted the City Cham- 
berlain at this point and moved the previous 
question. Mr. Croker sat down and Commis- 
sioner Gilroy climbed into the debate with the 
Chamberlain and the Register and rose to the 
point of order that, as the oall for the prima- 
ries had been approved, the resolution of Mr. 
Slevin was out of order. 

“The call does not embrace the Third, 
Twelfth, and Fifteenth Districts. L[oali for tie 
previous question,” exclaimed Mr. Slevin with 
indignation. 

Gen. Cochrane hammered merrily away with 
his gavel, and Judge Charles M. Clancy, who 
opposed Mr. Slevin in the Committee on Or- 
ganization, made a hard fight for recognition, 
but the Chairman’s gavel was too much for 
him. Gen. Cochrane decided that Mr. Slevin’s 
resolution was out of order, inasmuch as, under 
the rule, no five men had shown their desire to 
vote on the previous question. Then Mr. Gil- 
roy was quick to put in a motion that Mr. Sle- 
vin’s resolution should be referred to the coin- 
mittee of five appointed by the Committee on 
Organization to fix things up in the three 
troubled districts, and it was carried without 
dissent. Right on top of this came a motiun to 
adjourn, and that ended tit. 

The committee ef five met in ono of the 
small rooms at the wigwam after the General 
Committee’s meeting and organized. James P. 
Keating, Warden of Ludlow-Street Jail, was 
made Cnairman and Register-elect Frank T. 
Fitzgerald Secretary. The other members of the 
committee are Edward P. Hagan, Police Justice 
McMahon, and James Fitzpatrick. They ad: 
journed to meet again on Friday night nextin 
Tammany Hall. They will then begin work ov 
the Thira District. 





VESSELS OVERDUE. 


—— 
BAD WEATHER HAS KEPT BACK MANY 
OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 


The stormy weather which has lately pre- 
valied at sea is evidently keeping back a Iarge 
fleet of ocean steamers now due or overdue at 
this port. Of the Atlantic liners only one ar- 
rived yesterday. She was the Devonia, which 
left Larne on Dec. 13, and which in Summer 
weather would probably have arrfved on Mon- 
day night or Tuesday morning. Her Captain 
Says that he met with heavy westerly gales all 
the way over. 

The State of Alabama, which lert Glasgow 
Dec. 6, is about three days overdue. She is a 
slow ship and carries no passengers. She has 
now been twenty-one days ont from Larne, 
which she lefton the day after leaving Glas- 
gow. Considering the weather, shipping men 
donot regard this lengthof time as extraor- 
dinary. The Wisconsin of the Guion Line left 
Queenstown on Dec. 15, and should have ar- 
rived Tuesday or Wednesaay with good 
weather. She is now somewhat overdue, thoagh 
no anxiety is expressed by her agents. 

A rumor was circulated yesterday among 
members of the Maritime Exchange that the 
State of Alabama had in her cargo seventy-five 
tons of dynamite. In other quarters it was re- 
ported that the explosive was not dynamite, 
but gunpowder. At the office of the agents of 
the State of Alabama it was denied that any 
information whatever had been received here 
as to what the steamer’s cargo consists of. No 

ermits had been applied for at the Custom 
House for the landing of explosives. 

Besides the two steamers mentioned there‘are 
several vessels which in detter weather would 
have arrived before this, but which can hardly 
as yet be said to be overdue. Among them are 
the California, from Hamburg, Des 11; the 
Panama, from Bordeaux, Dec. §; the Pennland, 
from Antwerp, Dec. 14; the State of Nevada, 
from Larne, Dec. 15, and the Veendam, from 
Rotterdam, Dec. 14. 





THE MODUS VIVENDI. 

ToRONTO, Ontario, Dec. 27.—The Empire, the 
Government organ, says: The reports which 
have been scattered broadcast throughout the 
United States to the effect that the Govern- 
ment intends not to renew the modus vivendi 
next year are entirely unwarranted. By tke 
treaty of Washington act passed by the Domin- 


ion Parliament last year, the modus vivendi 
expires on the 15th of February next, and in 
order to renewit further legislation will be 
required. Whether it will be renewed or not 
involves a question of policy which the Gov- 
ernment has not yet considered.

WAGES TO BH PAID AT SEA. 


A SCHEDULE TO BE SUBMITTED TO THE 
OWNERS OF VESSELS. 


The Sailers and Firemen’s Union met last 
evening at 26 Albany-street and adopted a ¢ir- 
cular that is to be sent out to-day to ship 
owners and to the Mercantile Exchange. It 
asks them to appoint a committee to meet a 
committee from the sailora and firemen on Jan. 
14, for the purpose of deciding upon a uniform 
rate of wages to be paid to seafaring men. 

The circular says that the condition of very 
many seafaring men is very bad, Every sailors’ 
boarding house has a groggery where viledrinks 
are sold, Sailors are compelled to go to these 
boarding housesin consequence of an under- 
standing that exista between the’ keepers of 
these places and ships’ Captains. Even those 
seamen who have homes of their own in this 


clty and vicinity have to put up at the board- 
ing houses if they want togeta job. The voard- 
ing house keepers are known to pay the Cap- 
tains $2 fur évery sailor that they supply them 
with, and this bribe induces Captains to take 
sailors only trom boarding houses, 

The unicn wants to amgliorate the condition 
ofits members without recourse to strikes, but 
many sailors think that a union is of no use 
when it does noterder a strike. In Englaret 
and Australia ship owners now hire their hands 
from the union and get good able-bodied seamen. 

The union jntends to submit the following 
Sthedule of wages to the Committee of Ship 
Owners and the Mer¢antile Exchange: For 
able-bodied seamen on steamers, $30 per 
month; for able-bodied seamen on sailing ves- 
sels, $35; for machinery greasers, $50; for fire- 
men, $45; for coal passers, $35. Lhese rates 
of wages it is claimed are already being paid 
by the Savanunuh and the Pacific Mail Lines. 

Should the ship owners refuse to accede to 
the demands of the union, a big strike of sail- 
ors, longshoremen, and tiremen is threatened 
in this city. On Jan. 13 the sailors, longshore- 
men, and other dock lavorers will have a great 
demonstration in this city, Jersey City, and 
Bovoken. 


HALE-DOLLAR OOUNTERFEITS. 
oinigeaeliginionih 
WELL-MADE BOGUS COIN FOUND ON AN 
ITALIAN SPECULATOR, 


Special Treasury Agent John P. Brooks is 
making it hot for the circulators of bogus coin 
just now, and the counterfeiter who expects to 
make any money out of the nefarious business 
must be very sharp to escape the trained men 
whom Agent Brooks has on their scent. The 
people who pass the base coin are easily enough 
detected, put the actual coiners, the adroit 
artists who furnish the supply of the stuff to 


the hunireds of persons in this city who palm 
it off on shopkeepers and tradesmen, are the 
special objects of Agent Brvuoks’s solicitude. 

One of his Secret.Service experts succeeded 
yesterday in locating and arresting an [talian 
who will probably turn out to be the head 
centre of the counterfeiting gang. He went 
into the tailor’s shop of Adolph Abrahams at 386 
Water-street yesterday, ‘and alter bargaining 
for a eheap necktie and some other things sac- 
ceeded in passing four bogus half-dollar pieces. 
A Secret Service oticer had been watching him 
for nearly three weeks, and as he was coming 
out the officer met him in the doorway. Adolph 
bad suspected the coin, and was weighing it in 
his hand as the officer snapped the handcuffs on 
his game and proceeded to searoh him before he 
could dispose of the counterfeits he might have 
in his possession. He found four very well ex- 
ecuted half-doliar pieces, admirable imitations 
except in the ring and weight. 

Before Commissioner Shields the prisoner 
gave his name as Emela Dedomaino and said 
that he lived at 106 James-street. The police 
recognized bim as an ex-convict from the Kings 
County Penitentiary, and he readily admitted 
he had just been discharged after serving eleven 
months for cutting a man with arazor. He was 
held for examination in $2,500 bail. 





NOT A HAPPY FAMILY. 


MR. AND MRS. TOMKINS FIND IT IM- 


POSSIBLE TO LIVE TOGETHER, 


Mrs. Elizabeth J. Tomkins, who was married 
to George Tomkins March 4, 1885, has brought 
a suit for separation and also to enjuin her hus- 
band from molesting or annoying her, in the 
High Court of Justice of Ontario, Canada. She 
applied through counsel to Judge Lawrence, in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, to compel D. A. 
Haynes, the clerk of the Advisory Council of 
Calvary Baptist Church of this city, to produce 
an agreement of reconciliation made by her 
nusband and selfin this city in 1888. The par- 


ties were then members of that church, and 
having temporarily separated after repeated 
disagreements, were induced by the Rev. Dr. 
MacArthur and others of the council to make 
the agreement referred to. They have since 
separated again. 

rs. Tomkins and her oniy child, a son three 
years old, is living with her parents in Ontario, 
while Mr. Tomkins, who was ordained a Baptist 
preacher in 1887, ia keeping a hotel on Sulli- 
van’s Island, near Charleston, 8 C. Mr, 
Haynes, who appeared in Judge Lawrence’s 
court in answer to a subpena duces tecum, said 
the paper was in the possession of the council, 
but fe was unable to produce it, as Mrs. Tom- 
kins signed it only on a written stipulation “ that 
the church agrees under no Circumstances to 
make or give acopy of the said agreement to 
any person.” 

Judge Lawrence said that in view of this stip- 
ulation he did not feel warranted in compelling 
the production of the agreement, and therefore 
denied Mrs. Tomkina’s application, 





QUEER IDEAS OF AUTOPSIES. 

“Tt is queer what ideas some of the poor 
people whose friends die in the hospitals have 
regarding autopsies,” said a house surgeon of 
one of the city hospitals to a TIMES reporter 
yesterday. ‘*I was once asking an Irishwoman 
for permission to make an autopsy upomthe 
body of her husband, and was met with the re- 
ply, ‘Indade not. The poore man nev been 
afther sufferin’ enough already, widout hartin’ 
him ony more.’ I tried to explain what the au- 
topsy was for, but it was useless. When I 
asked how it was going to hurt him when 
he was dead, she said, ‘Ana wouldn’t it be 
aftner hartin’ his feelin’s?’ That was a clincher 
andl gaveitup. That man’s body was not sub- 
jected to an antopsy. 

*“ Another instance was with a woman, who 
thought an autopsy was some operation de- 
signed to act favorably on the corpse. I asked 
her permission to make an antopsy on the body 
of her sister, who had died of cancer in the 
lungs. When I asked her she answered: ‘Well, 
I dunno what a“ topsy” is, but if it will bring 
her back to life again you bad better do it ae 
quick as youcan.’ IT explained what a ‘topsy’ 
was, and she objected. he majority do. Itis 
sentiment against science, and sentiment comes 
out ahead in such cases.”

BROOKLYN'S KXPERIENCE. 


OBSTACLES MET IN PUTTING THE ELEC- 
TRIC WIRES UNDER GROUND. 


The last report of the Brooklyn Subway Com- 
mission, which expired by limitation on Nov. 1, 
was filed in Mayor Chapin’s office yesterday. It 
shows that on Nov. 1 there were 3,007 miles of 
underground wires in the city, an increase of 
839 miles during the eleven months ending on 


that date. Strung on the elevated railroad 
structures there were 768 miles of wire. Dur- 
ing the same period 445 telegraph poles were 
removed, exclusive of the number taken down 
by the electric hight companies, of which no re- 
port has been reésived. 

Jn addition, telephone wires have been re- 
moved from 271 poles, but the poles are 
still standing, because they carry Fire and 
Police Department wires. Permits have been 
granted for 46,375 feet of additional conduits, 
having a capacity for 3,500 miles of wire, 
and the local telephone eompany bas laid out 
a route for 4,000 miles of wire. 

in discussing the delay 1in_burying the elec- 
trie light wires, Prof. G. W. Plympton, who 
writes the report, says: 


“This board has no authority to control the instal- 
lation of these companies or interfere in their opera- 
tions in asy way. Theactof June, 1885, makes it 
the duty of the board, in default of the proposal of 
plans by the electrical companies themselves, ‘to 
cause to be devised and made ready for use’ an 
underground system and compel all vompanies * to 
use sach subways so prepared.’ ut it aoes pas 
furnish authority or means for the construction o 
Such @ subway, or means tor the compuision of 
companies. It makes even the choice of a system 
impossible by annexing the condition that ‘it shall 
be the duty of the board in devising the aforesaid 
plan so to devise the same that the subway may be 
sed by any such city tor the electric wires or con- 
ductors operated by its Police, Fire, or other de- 
partments without expense, except the expense of 
the wires of couductors.’ 

** This command tocevise a subway forall classes 
of conductors defeats its own object. The electric 
light wires should nevor be permitted in the same 
cond:it with telegraph and telephone wir What 
the board hoped to do has been to tind a s¥Btem for 
@ separate high-tensiep subway which it could ap- 
prove as feasibie and safe and then to obtain from 
the Legislature a release from the absurd condition 
it had imposed and the means to compel the con. 
atruction and use of such a subway by such com- 
ponies as ought to useit, This object not having 

een accomplished, the board was entireiy power- 
less as regards the electric light companies, for the 
act gave it no jurisdiction Over aerial wires until it 
should be prepared (in the impossible way just 
aig -ribed) to compel them to be put under ground.” 

Prof. Plympton devotes considerable space to 
&@ discussion of the future of electric matters 
and urges that the city should lead in the mat- 
ter of improvement by burying its police and 
telegraph wires. Ho says the space under the 
streets should not be surrendered to private 
corporations, anit speaks very strongly in favor 
ot long-term contracts for electric lighting.

BALL OF DEAHE-MUT ES. 


DANCERS WHO FELT THE MUSIC, BUT 
DID NOT HEAR IT. 


The deaf-mutes held their annual eharity bail 
at Maennerchor Hali last evening under the 
auspices of the Mauhattan Literary Associa- 
tion, an organization of deaf-mutes founded in 
1864, The ball was a success from a financial 
and artistic standpoint and yielded a snug little 
sum to the association and to the Gallaudet 


Home for Deaf-Mutes, to which was given one- 
half the proceeds, 

The deuf-mutes’ ball is amusing to the aver- 
age spectator, and at the same time is a source 
of wonder. It is amusing because of the silence, 
brokef ovly by the music, the sound of which 
is not heard by the dancers who move in har- 
mony wito its time. Itis more amusing still to 
see the prompter stand upand call out with 
methodical precision, “Ladies change,” and 
“All bauds ’rownd,” when, for all the difference 
it makes to the dancers, he might as well 
skout, “Chatham-square, change for Fulton, 
Wall, and south Ferry, this train’ goes 
to City Hall and Brooklyn Bridge.” It is won- 
derful, however, to see how well everything 
vasses off, and how graceful the dancers are in 
spite of their inability to hear. It was seldom, 
periaps less frequently than at an ordinary 

all, thut a dancer lost the step, but when this 
did happen the movement was caught again 
without 29) least hesitancy. 

The waltzing was particularly well done. The 
Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, who was an interested 
spectator, explained how it was that the danc- 
ers were able to keep in such thorough har- 
mony with the music which they could not hear, 

“You see,” he said, ‘‘deaf-mutes are wonder- 
fully quick, and it takes them but a very short 
time to learn the figuresof a dance. They do 
not know, except from sight, tbat there is a 
prompter there calling every change, but they 
do know every change and step, anid in square 
dances simply foliow out the figures at mutual- 
ly understoou signs.” 

“You bave noticed, perhaps, that in the 
music here the snare drum is given a slight pre- 
dominance. Were our orchestra all strings the 
deaf mutes might as well be without music; but 
with the drum there is a vibration either of 
floor or air that carries its rhythm to the 
dancers. They feel the music, though not hear- 
ing it, and so keep in perfect time. That there 
are 80 many good dancers is due to the fact that 
they love dancing as one of the amusements 
open to them and constantly practice it.” 

Some of the toilets of the ladies were very 
beautiful. Daniel J. Ward, who can talk with 
both mouth and fingers and: hear with both 
ears and eyes, was floor manager, and was as- 
sisted by Tilson W. Haight and John F, O’Brien.

GARDNEK MUST GO BACK. 


THE EMIGRATION BOARD AGAIN 
CLASHES WITH THE COLLECTOR. 


There appears to be a lively chance for an- 
other legal tilt between Collector Erhardt and 
the Emigration Commissioners. The case of 
Jobh Gardner, his wife, and six children is the 
bone of contention. Gardner arrived in New- 
York some months ago and has been detained 
by the Commissioners, who have been trying to 
find some of his relatives in this country who 


not proving a charge upon the public. Gardner 
is a@ carpenter by trade and a healthy, able- 
bodied man, but his large family and the abso- 
lute emptiness of his pockets made the Commis- 


sioners extremely cautious about allowing bim 
toland. Many such instances have occurred 
before, where the immigrants seemed, though 
poor, to.be nealthy and energetic, and have 
been allowed to land without money. But they 
have so often come back wit. it having been 
able to tind employment and have thus become 
charges upon the public that the commission 
determined this time to be very careful. 

Accordingly, after vainly searching for some 
One to become responsible for Gardner, the com- 
mission referred the case, with all the particu- 
lars, to the Seeretary of the Treasury. They did 
not Wish to take the responsibility of landing the 
family, and at the same time Gardner seemed 
to be such a desirable immigrant that they did 
not like to send him back to England, But the 
Secretary of the Treasury referred the case 
back to the Board of Emigration, saying that, 
as the case was one ip which the board was 
better informed than any one else, it had better 
dispose of John Gardner and his tamily as it saw 
tit. Acting under this added authority the 
board delayed the case for a short time longer, 
but on Thursday voted to send Gardner back. 

In spite of the fact that the Emigration Com- 
missioners had thus avted according to the ex- 

ress direction of the Treasury Department, 

ollector Erhardt yesterday addressed a note 
to the commission objecting to its action. His 
note read: 

“On reading the affidavits anda evidence in the 
case of the carpenter John Gardner, his wife aud 
six children, alien passengers who arrived here on 
the Pennland Sept. 12, and it appearing that 
Gardner is an able-bodied mechanio, in good 
heaith, and nothing appearing to impeach his hou- 
esty, integrity, or sobriety, and it also appearing 
that he has had two offers of work from two respect- 
able firms willing to emplay him, I find that he ia 
not liable to become a public charge, and theretore 
decide he shall be permitt’ to land.” 

President Ridgway « ihe Emigration Com- 
mission said last night that Gardner would cer- 
tainly be returned in spite of the Collector’s 
pointed note. The case might have to come be- 
fore the courts, however. The immigrant -and 
his family will be put on the Penniand when 
she sails on New-Year’s Day and sent back to 
Europe unless a writ of habeas corpus is issued 
in their favor.

OBITUARY, 


JUDGE LEVI FOWLER BOWEN. 

Judge Levi Fowler Bowen of Loekport, N. Y., 
one of the most prominent jurists of the State 
in his day, and one of the oldest practicing law- 
yera, died at Lockport Mst night, aged eighty- 
one years. He was born at Homer, this State, 
and went to Lockport in 1882. He was elected 
Judge of the Common Pleas before the present 


Constitution. He was elected member of As- 
sembly in 1845, and was appoiniefi to fill a 
vacanoy on the Supreme Court Bench by Gov. 
Hunt in 1852, resigning his County J udgeship 

Judge Bowen was afterward elected to the 
office. He served on the Court of Appeals 
Bench in 1857, the Supreme Court Judges mak- 
ing up this court from all over the State. He 
was a member of the Constitutional Convention 
in 18€7 and 1868. He was elected County 
Judge afterward. 

At the time of the rebellion he was appointed 
Provost Marshal of the Twenty-eighth District 
of the State. He was again elected County 
Judge, first in 1851 and afterward in 1873. He 
was a Republican in politics and a Presbyterian 
in religion. He was President of the National 
Exchange Bank at Lockport for fifteen years 
sast. He graduated at Union College under 

r. Knott’s régime. He was an intimate friend 
of the late President Fillmore, ex- Judge Davia 
of New-York, Chief Just:ee Church, and Gov. 
Washington Hunt. His conviviality of nature 
made him a prime favorite, and his society was 
much sought after. 

Judge Bowen married in 1840 but had no 
children. His death has caused a shadow over 
Lockport, where he was loved and respected.

York, He was engineer of the Sixth Brigade, Sec- 
ond Divisiou, New-York State Guards, on Gen. 
Hamilton's staff, in 1863-4. Prof. Fox wasin his 
fifty-seventh year, and was widely knowa iv the 
educational world. 

Mrs. Mary Denman, mother of the wife of the 
late Rev. Jonathan Meeker, of Elizabeth, N. J., 
died yesterday, aged eighty-three. She was one of 
the best-known residents of Elizabeth and a pionee 
of the Methodist denomination there. Her decease 
husband, James C. Denman, was the executor avd 
principal-heir to the extensive Denman estate, left 
by his father, Mr. Joseph Denman, who at his death, 
in 1830, owned the greater portion of the land now 
comprising Elizabethport. 

William sheridan, one of the best-known Irish- 
men in Jersey City, died at his home on Warren- 
street yesterday of blood poisoning.

BOARDS OF TRADE UNITING. 


A PROJECT TO COMBINE ALL THE TRADE 
ORGANIZATIONS IN CONNECTICUT. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec, 27.—The organization 
of a State Board of Trade by the local boards 
throughout Connecticut has become a project 
of much interest to business men, and it is ex- 
pected the enterprise will be carried out in a 
few weeks. The movement was started by the 
New-Haven Chamber ef Commerce. The Presi- 
dent of that body, James D, Dewell, and the 
Corresponding Secretary, T. Atwater Barnes, 
. have been appointed a committee to consider 
the advisability of establishing a State board 
and have already invited the local boards to co- 
operate in the plans. 

Thaidea of a State board is to centralize and 
unify the influence of business men in the cen 
tres of trade andindustry in the State and se- 
cure the discussion of all interests relating to 


the Industrial progress of Connecticut. The rec- 
ommendations of such a board, it is believed, 
would be of more consequence than the separate 
and independent decisions ef the local boards. 
The local organizations, which have already 
exerted important influence in developing busi- 
ness and trade in the State, include the Bridge- 
ort, Norwich, and Hartford boards and the 
ew-Haven Chamber of Commerce. 

Much of the recent prosperity of Bridgeport 
is due to the work of the Board of Trade in that 
eity. It has been an aavisory board in many 
rosea, co-operating where 1t could in the in- 
troduction o 
helping manufacturers with counsel and en- 
couravement. The result is that Bridgeport 
—ee very rapidly during the last ten 

At Norwich a similar spirit has been mani- 
fested. Last Fall a special effort was made to 
induce people to visit the city, and arrange- 
ments were made with the railroad company 
by which tickets could be obtained at low rates 
on fixed days. This brought a large trade to 
the city and was in every way successful. The 
Norwich board has captured one of the large in- 
dastries owned and controlled in this city dur- 
ing the last three months, and the old Wicker- 
sham works there, which have been idle fora 
long period, will become the scene of busy en- 
terprises on Jan. 1, in connection with the Will- 
atu Rogers Manufacturing Company of Hart- 


The New-Haven Chamber of Commerce is 
alsoentitied to great credit for the industrial 
progress made in that municipality for a num- 
ber of years back. The Hartford board has 
been organized for two years and is composed 
of prominent business and insurance men. The 
smaller boards throughout the State have ac- 
complished in their localities as much propor- 
tionately as the city boards. The union of 
these organizations in a State Board of Trade 
as now proposed by the New-Haven Chamber 
of Commerce will be animportant step and wil) 
resultin permanent advantage to commercial 
and manufacturing interests. 





A PROBABLE MURDER, 


THOUGHT TO HAVE BEEN THE DEED OF 
A RELATIVE. 


CuHIcAaGo, Dec. 27,—John Hoos, a resident of 
New-York, was found in the river near the 
Rose-street bridge last night with his skull 
crusbed in and in a drowning condition. The 
oireumstances surrounding the finding point to 
a@ robbery and an attempted murder. Hoos be- 
came unconscious sbortly after his arrival at 
the County Hospital, but during the ride he 
said he had been in the company of his brother- 
in-law, whose name he did not give. He said 
that his relative had robbed him and then 
thrown him into the river. 

Hoos is better this morning and will, it is 
thought, recover. His brother-in-law, J. W. 
Getzman, was arrested this morning. Hoos is 
a piano tuner by profeasion, and lives at 1,503 
Park-avenue, New-York City. Getzman denies 
that he had anything to do with the assault on 
Hoos. Getzman says he was the executor of 
the estate of the elder Hoos, and that in re- 
sponse to a notice that it had been settled Hoos 
came here on Christmas Day to receive his share, 
which amounted to about $3,000. Getzman 
shows a receipt from Hoos for the amount given 
yesterday. Getzman is a saloon keeper, and 
Hoos was “done up” and thrown into the river 
in therear of his place. The police suspect 
Getzman of hiring a tough character to whom 
he introduced Hoos to do the job. 


Hoos is not a piano tuner, as stated in the 
dispatch, but an expressman, and he worked 
for Fgbert Sherman, who lives at 1,503 Park- 
avenue. His own place of residence was a 
cheap lodging house known as the Paris Hotel, 
on Third-avenue, between One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth and One Hundred and Twenty- 
sixth streets. He received a letter from Getz- 
man on Monday afternoon last, calling him to 
Chicago for the settlement of his father’s estate 
and containing a Post Office order for $25 to 


enable him to pay his way. He cashed the order 
and started the same evening for Chicago, Me 
is about twenty-eight years old and has been 
living in New-York about six years. He has no 
relatives here, and the only person who knows 
anything about him is his employer, for whom 
he has been working for more than two years. 

Mr. Sherman sald last night that Hoos was a 
very excellent and industrious young man, 
though given af times to taking a giass or two 
more beer than was good for him. He said also 
that Getzman had been urging Hoos to go to 
Chicoazo to receive nis money, and several 
months ago came on here to urge him person- 
ally. Hoos, he added, expected to receive be- 
tween $6,000 and $7,000,

BILLS. 


A REPORT ACCUSING HIM OF GROSSLY- 
EXCESSIVE CHARGES. 


The special committee appointed by the Kings 
County Board of Supervisors to investigate the 
charge that the iaie County Clerk, John M. 
Ranken, had been paid many thousand dollars 
Wore than he was entitled to has made up a re- 


port, but, owing to the refusal of the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee to sign it, it 
cannot yet be presented to the full board. The 
only names affixed to it now are those of Super- 
visors Rasquin and Jacops. 

The report 4hows that Kanken received from 

the county over $32,000 more than he was en- 
titled to. Theinvestigation extended back to 
the early part of 1886, ana five bills were dis- 
covered on which Runken had obtained sums 
varying from $4,447 to $14,141 50 in excess of 
what he shouid have bad. These bilis were as 
foliows: No. 963—Amount paid, $6,85y 73; 
overcharge, $4,447; No. — Amount 
$14,734 04; overcharge, 
—Amount aid, $9,621 64; overcharge, 
$6,178 85; No, 156—Amount paid, $9,935 78; 
overcharge, $5,281; No. 1,148 -Amount paid, 
$16,959 14; overcharge, $14,141 50, 

The vounty owes Ranken $7,247 52 on an- 
other bill, but, allowing for that, he should be a 
creditor for only $25,458 80, whereas he has 
been paid, exclusive of the Dalance of $7,247 52 
still due, $57,748 33. On these figures the 
report alleges that Rankem has received 
$32,289 53 more than he is entitied to. Even 
in this bill, on which the committee admits the 
county owes over $7,000, there was some 
crookéd work, it is charged, for Kanken pre- 
sented it originally fer $18,500, but an investi- 
gation cut out charges aggregating $11,259 70. 
In closing the repert the committee says: 

“Your committee therefore certify to this board 
that no amount is reasonably and fairly due to John 
M. Rauken, late County Clerk, for copying recoris 
during his term of office iu conformity with the 
statute, but that said John M. Ranken has been 
paid the sum of $32,289 43 over and above the 
amount he was reasonably and fairly entitied to by 
the county.” 

The politicians say this report will never re- 
ceive the signatures of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the commitiee, O’Brien, Lamb, and 
Walker, although they admit that itis a pres- 
entation of facts kuown to have existed. Super- 
visor O’Brien said he had not yet had time to 
read the report, and for that reason he had not 
signed it.. Lamb and Walker refused to say 
whether they had seen it or heard of 1t or to 
discuss the probability of their signing it. Su- 
pervisor Jacobs, who signed the repert, does 
not expect his Demooratie colleagues to follow 
his example. They look upon it as an indiot- 
went of 4 man eleéted on their ticket. 

“It they would only get up a majority report 
contradicting ours,’ said Mr. Jacobs, ‘‘ we could 
go before the board and let the members decide 
which to accept. Then some one would be 
made responsible for these irregularities in the 
County Cierk’s otfice.” 





NOT UP 70 THE STANDARD, 
Henry Y. Canfield of 411 Seventh-averue is 
a big milk dealer. He has been supplying con- 
densed milk to ,the Charities and Correction 


Department at the rate of 317,000 quarts a 
year. Chemist Martin of the Health Board has 
been avalyzing the milk, and bas found that in- 
stead of the necessary percentage of ‘* fat sub- 
stance,” sey 14 per cent., the stuff only makes 
a test showing of about 8 per ceut., and he has 
so reported to the Board of Health. An officer 
of the sanitary squad arrested Canfield, and 
yesterday he was bailed for trial. 

Cantield is acoused of using skim milk in his 
condensation process. The arrest, according to 
the Health Board officials, is likely to reveal a 
curious condition of affairs in the city’s charity 
department,

COLOR AND SHAPE OF BUOYS. 


SUGGESTIONS OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
THE MARINE CONFERENCE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The Cemmittee of the 
International Marine Conference on General 
Division 12—a aniform system of buoys and 
beacons—submitted a report to-day to the con- 
ference. 

It says that the first object to be attained, 
from an international point of view, is uniform- 
ity, and for this purpose color is the best means, 
as applying to all systems of whatever kind, 
while the shape admits of numerous exceptions 
The color is also applicable to all countries, 
whereas the adoption of shape would involve 
changes of several existing systems. For these 


reasons the committee holds that the opinion 


prevails that, at night and in thick weather, 
difference in form is a better means of distinc- 
tion than difference in color, and for this reason 
advises that uniformity in color should be 
adopted as a general ruie, and that the use/or 
shape should remain optional. 

Continuing, the report says that while, in the 
Opinion of some members, the single colors of 
black and red are not sv distinctive in contrast 
as a single color used in connection with a parti- 
color, experience gained in many buoyage dis- 
tricts, and particularly where used in conjunc- 
tion with form, has proved that these dark 
colors are sufliciently distinctive for the safe 
navigation of districts where a more compli- 
cated system is not necessary. Single-colored 


buoys, the report says, are also more readily 
and cheaply repainted than parti-colored buoys, 
and for this reason recommends that the large- 
iy-used red and black ecviors should be adopted 
generally ror marking respectively the star- 
board and port sides of single channels, In 
speaking of the system of buoyage in the 
Thames and the shoals off the coast of the North 
Sea, the report says that many of these dis- 
tricts require @ more complicated system, to 
identify the several neigdoring channels from 
one another. 

Continuing, it says: 

“In some of such districts a parti-colored buoy 
is used with much advantage as a port-hand buoy. 
In a few—notably in HKngiand—a single biack 
color is used as & starboard-nand buoy. inas- 
much as a single black color is in general use as 
& port-hand buoy in neighboring districts visited 
by the same shipping, we suggest that the au- 
thorities of such countries shoul ve invited to 
consider the great general advantages to shipping 
that would result from the adoption of uniformity 
in color, by discontinuing this dangerous custom 
of using a black color to denote a starboard-hand 
as well as a port-hand buoy. 

“Tn some countries white is used as a distinat- 
ive color, and with advautage when contrasted 
with a dark background. As this practice cannot 
lead vessels into danger, we hesitate to advise that 
it should be compulsorily interfered with. 

“Weare of opinion that where form is adopted 
the two shapes ‘ conical’ and ‘can’ are appropriate 
tor marking the starbocra and port sides of a chan- 
nel, a spar-buoy taking the place of the can in cer- 
tain cases. These forms are practically used in the 
United States, Germany, Canada, India, and Great 
Britain. But the various countries are not all in 
agreement as to which side of the channel is to be 
murked by a conical buoy and which by a can or 
Spar buoy. It follows that one or more of the coun- 
tries would necessarily have to rearrange their sys- 
tem, but, if the work were done gradually, the com- 
mittee believe that this could be performed at a 
minimum of expense in no wa 
Ms great advantage that woul 
tion, 

“As regards top marks, we recommend that 
those countries whose buoyage is based on color 
alone should, whenever top marks are used to de. 
note sides of achannel, use conical or can-shaped 
marks on the existing buoys or beacons. 

** We are of opinion that the mode of distingnish- 
ing buoys from each other by names, numbers, or 
letters should be left to the decision of the various 
countries, but thatall numbers and letters should 
be in consecutive order, commencing at the sea. 
ward end of the district, The committee is aiso of 
opinion that districts where the buoyage is so com- 
plicated as to have led the authorities to adopt a 
com pass system of marking, such as ip the Baltic 
Sea, cannot be coupled with a similar system found 
sufficient elsewhere, and for this reason hesitates 
to recommend a fundamental change in such dis- 
tricts.” 

The report of the Committee upon General 
Divisions 9, 10, 11, and 12 of the prezgramme 
was also submitted to the conference to-day. 
General Division 9 covers warnings of ap- 
proaching storms. 

In the opinion of the committee it is desirable 
that storm sixnals displayed af coast stations 
should give to passing vessels some further in- 
formation as to whether storms are approach- 
ing, or have passed, the station; and, in refer- 
ence to this, the committee desires to call at- 
tention to the fact that this want has been sup- 

lied by the system now in use in the United 

tates. The committee recommends to the 
conference to invite the maritime countries in- 
terested to take into consideration the estab- 
lishment of a uniform system of indicating 
storm warnings by day and by night, and that 
such a system should, as far as possible, in- 
clude signals indicating whether the storm is 
appoaching or has passed the station.

DAMAGE IN OSWEGO, PITTSFIELD, NEW- 
PORT, AND FALL RIVER. 


OsweEGoO, N. Y., Deo. 27.—The wind aittained 
a velocity of fifty-two miles an hour here at 7 
o'clock last evening, and considerable damage 
wasdone.

A portion of the high steeple 
on the First Saptisé Church was carried away 
andarun at the new Old Colony coal shed, 
weighing a tonand a half, was litted from its 
position and thrown some distance. Numerous 
fences were wrecked. The Long Distance Tel- 
ephene Company’s poles were blown town and 
the midnight train to Providence was delayed 
three hours by the tangied wires.

The answers of Dock Commissioners Post 
and MATTHEWS to the charges presented to 
the Mayor by the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts as ground for their removal from 
office seem to indicate little faithin the 


impartiality of the tribunal before which 
they appear. do not even accept the 
charges as made in good faith, for one Com- 
nissioner does not hesitate to declare that 
the proceedings are ‘* partisan in character, 
and undertaken for the partisan purpose of 
procuring patronage and not for the public 
good,” while the other accuses the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts of being actuated by 
“partisan and political motives, foreign 
and adverse to the public weal,” and of 
being “in this matter subservient to the 
mandates of a great political organiza- 
tion.” The charges themselves are treated 
somewhat contemptuously by the accused 
Commissioners, and instead of answer- 
ing them severally, with explanations 
and justification of the action upon 
which they are based, they undertake to 
show how unfair or frivolous they are in 
certain points. This-can hardly beregarded 
as askillfulform of defense. All the ap- 
pearances indicate that these proceedings 
are in fact partisan im motive and purpose, 
and have for their object the removal of 
these two Commissioners in order to give 
Tammany control of the Dock Board, but it 
would have been more effective as well as 
more dignified to assume that the Mayor 
was disposed to be fair and impartial, and 
then, if these charges are flimsy and unsub- 
stantial, proceed to demolish them so 
effectually as to leave him no ground for 
sustaining and acting wpon them.

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It is not only in this country that English 
capital has been seeking investment in 
various industrial undertakings during the 
year now drawing to a close. Large sums 

have been* nvested in Austria, Cuba, on 
Mexico, as well as in other countries where 
for many years commercial and mining in- 
terests have been controlled by the Eng- 
lish. The purchase of foreign properties and 
the sale of them in the London market has 
swollen the sum subscribed for the shares 
of new companies in that city for the year 
to $913,736,125. Last year the sam was 
$800,700,000, and in 1887 it was only 
$490,300,000. A very considerable part 
* of the great sum subscribed in the past 
year has been invested in American brew- 
eries, and at the same time English brew- 
eries have been going into the hands of the 
‘public in the same way. The brewery in- 
‘wostments of the English in this. coontry 


promise to yield a larger return than their 
other ventures here, 

The objection to the transfer of the rev- 
enue marine tothe navy, based on the theory 
that it would require either an abandonment 
of revenue service on the great lakes or else 
@ violation of the treaty with England, is 
striking but not convincing. It has been 
suggested that the treaty of 1817 allows 
but one man-of-war on Lake Ontario and 
two on the chain of upper lakes, and that 
the transfer of the revenue marine to the 
navy would convert its lake cutters into 
men-of-war, so violating the agreement. 
But, as a fact, our country and Great 
Britain are bound to a limited number, not 
of men-of-war, but of *‘armed vessels”; and 
since the revenue cutters are already armed 
vessels, the treaty violation after their 
transfer would not be one jot more or less 
than itisnow. That treaty-provides that 
no vessel used on the lakes shall exceed a 
specified burden or carry more than one 
gun; and the Michigan, which has long been 
stationed there without protest, exceeds 
both the tonnage and the battery limit. 
These old restrictions have, in fact, be- 
come practically obsolete, without any- 
body taking the trouble to patch them up; 
and since the bill pending in Congress ex- 
pressly provides fer assigning vessels to the 
control of the Treasury Department exclu- 
sively for custems service, it would be ab- 
surd for England to protest against the rev- 
enue cutters continuing to do exactly what 
they have done. Besides, her protest 
would be of no consequence, for the whole 
stipulation about the lake force is termi- 
nable with only six months’ notice from 
either party.

Fort Sully, in South Dakota, has been 
promptly denied, but with the accompany- 
ing statement that sauatters have been 
moving acxoss the Missouri into the lands 
which are to be surrendered by the Sioux 
on the ratification of the agreement of pur- 
chase. That movement itself risks blood- 
shed, and is a direct violation of law. 
The Government is pledged to keep the 
reservation clear of white men. Scouting 
in Dakota in the dead of Winter is not 
agreeable, but it is clear that before the 
President’s proclamation is issued opening 
the Sioux lands to settlement they must be 
cleared of intruders, even if only to give 
those who respect the law an equal start 
with those who violate and defy it. This 
was the process that had to go on in Okla- 
homa. Prebably the military authorities, 
knowing that the lands cannot be opened 
until after the reassembling of Congress 
and the enactment of certain supplementary 
legislation, are content now simply to pre- 
serve order, and in due time will expel 
those who are risking a Winter of discom- 
fort in the useless eftort to get an advantage 
over their neighbors. 








Postmaster General WANAMAKER has 
once more exhibited the calibre of his 
statesmanship by changing the name of a 
Post Office in Wisconsin from Tilden to 
Strum. TILDEN we know, and he was not 
without honor even in his own State, but 
who is or was STRUM? 








The curious porsistence of France in coup- 
ling the conversion of Egypt’s debt with 
the military occupation of the country by 
England has already cost the Khédavre’s 
Government a large sum and is likely to 
cost much more. The compromise she now 
suggests is that instead of demanding 
English evacuation of Egypt as the price 
of her consent to the financial scheme, she 
will simply ask that any money saved by 
paying 1 per cent. less interest on the part 
of the debt converted shall be expended 
upon the Egyptian Army, with a view to 
its being substituted for British troops as 
far as possible. The English Government 
might reply that long agoit proposed to 
withdraw these troops at specified future 
times, and that France then refused on the 
singular ground that she would thereby be 
assenting to the wrong of England’s past 
occupation of Egypt. Yet had that ar- 
rangement been made, a large part of the 
prescribed interval would already have 
elapsed. France’s refusal turned out to be 
fortunate, since the Arab attacks at Suakin 
and on the Nile have shown how incompe- 
tent Egyptis to get along for the present 
without British military assistance. This 
assistance, too, must obviously be rendered, 
not as France might like, but: in the way 
British officers see to be necessary for suc- 
cess. ‘he conversion of the debt is a dis- 
tinct matter. 








TARIFF HEARINGS. 


The House Committee on Ways and 
Means has begun a series of hearings 
nominally intended to furnish informa- 
tion to guide it in preparing legislation 
for a revision ef the tariff. As they have 
begun, these hearings promise to be what 
similar proceedings have generally been, 
occasions for representatives of protected 
interests to present pleas fer the reten- 
tion or the increase of duties by which 
they profit. It is almost inevitable that 
hearings of this kind should be to a great 
extent one-sided. The men in whose be- 
half the taxing power of the Government 
is exercised for the increase of their profits 
at the expense of the consumers of their 
products are comparatively few in num- 
ber, and they have a direct stake in the 
maintenance of the policy by which they 
are personally benefited. They are as- 
sumed to have knowledge of the con- 
ditions and necessities of their own busi- 
ness, and are invited te appear before 
Congressional committees to enlighten 
them as to the demands of that business 
upon the Government. They are sure to 
appear, whether invited or not, and they 
are equally certain to assume that what 
they regard as beneficial to their business 
is for the benefit of the country at large. 

The several interests which derive a-large 
profit from what are called protective du- 
ties are more er less thoroughly erganized, 
and they have officers or committees of 
their own to prosent their statements and 
arguments at Washington and to exert a 
strong influence upon legislation, but there 
ia no such facility for presenting the other 
side of the question. The great massef the 





comspmers who contributa to the tax that 


profit by protection are scattered all over 
the country and engaged in all manner of 
occupations. As consumers or taxpayers 
they have no organization and generally 
no representative to speak directly for 
them before Congressional committees. 
Their case is represented only in a gen- 
eral way by members of Congress them- 
selves. The immediate benefits of pro- 
tection are concentrated and tangible and 
are measured by calculable profits. The 
cost and the injury are diffused throughout 
the country and are not felt with sufficient 
distinctness to be clearly apprehended and 
traced palpably to their cause, until they are 
accumulated so as to produce visible results, 
as in the destruction of the iron industries 
of New-England. 

Hence in the past tariff hearings at Wash- 
ingtop have rarely, if ever, contributed to 
the cause of tariff reform or a reduction of 
the taxes by which the few profit and the 
many suffer. If there is to be any difter- 
ence in this respect in the hearings now be- 
gun, it will be because the representatives 
of certain industries, in which investments 
of capital have been made, have discovered 
that those industries are injured by the 
taxing of their materials or.the restriction 
of their markets. Prominent reformers or 
representatives of local organizations de- 
voted to tariff reform may speak tor the 
people at large, but for the most part in 
these cases it is ‘money that talks,” and 
that has influence. It is special interests 
with an immediate stake in the results of 
legislation that are regarded rather than 
the general welfare of the people of the 
land. 

But, in point of fact, there is little to be 
accomplished by these committee hearings. 
They are held for the purpose of justifying 
and supporting a policy already decided 
upon and of directing its application in de- 
tails. A Committee on Ways and Means 
for the time being represents a policy that 
is to be carried out, and its purpose willnot 
be changed by hearings. The only way to 
get a full and fair hearing forthe other side 
is to have the committee and the Congress 
in sympathy with the other side. The issue 
can only be fought out by the people in 
their political contests, for when it once 
goes to Congress the general result is 
already determined. Mr. MCKINLEY’s com- 
mittee is only seeking help in framing a 
measure to embody the McKinley policy. 
Itis not trying to prepare legislation for 
the benefit of the Nation, but for the bene- 
fit of those interests upon which one po- 
litical party chiefly relies for support. It 
will have a difficuit task, but it would be 
much more difficult if a fair hearing were 
given to both sides. 








THE OHIO FORGERIES. 


Since the beginning the week Mr. MURAT 
HALSTEAD has added seven or eight cel- 
umns to his series of entertaining reminis- 
cences of the ballot-box contract forgery. 
He explains that he writes “of this forgery 
theme because, first, he finds the newspa- 
pers keep it going; and, in the second place, 
it is his opinion that he knows more about 
it than anybody else.” Itis interesting to 
note that the exigencies of the situation re- 
quire in these explanatory articles a fre- 
quent repetition of the assertion that no 
question arose in the minds of Mr. HALSTEAD 
and Gov.. FoRAKER as to the genuineness of 
the signatures of their friends—SHERMAN, 
BUTTERWORTH, and McKINLEY. We find 
Mr. HALSTEAD saying on the 22d inst. : 

“In order to ‘put yourself in his [Mr. HAL- 
STEAD’s] place,’ you must comprehend that there 
was notaray of light to cast the shadowofa 
doubt upon the proposition that the forgery 
was a dreadful truth. It was a sort of infernal 
machine, and one must explode only one end 
of it!” 

And again in the same article: 

“There was not athought upon the part of 
the editor who took this responsibilty but that 
the whole thing was true.” 

It was his intention to delay the publica- 
tion of the contract and CAMPBELL’s sig- 
nature until ten days before the election. 
Writing of himself he says: 

“ He did not want to kill everybody all at 
once. It was his thought that the process of 
the gradual extinction of the wicked would 
prove the better way of disposing of them, and 
he concluded to begin with Mr. CAMPBELL.” 

The wicked were SHERMAN, MCKINLEY, 
BUTTERWORTH, STOCKBRIDGE, and their 
companions on the list. It was foreseen 
that CAMPBELL might seek to divert atten- 
tion from himself by crying out that these 
eminent Republicans had been his fellow- 
conspirators. Says Mr. HaLsrEaD: 

“They were to have been notified, so that if 
CAMPBELL fell back upon them for shelter what 
they would have to say should be ready to go 
with the publicity of the story. This was a 
thought that arose from the contemplation of 
the contingeney that CAMPBELL might come out 
with the declaration that SHERMAN, MCKINLEY, 
and BUTTERWORTH were his associates. The 
subject was disagreeable, abhorrent. The tend- 
ency was not to make haste to serve such a 
shocking dish to those concerned, but to defer 
the evil day.” 

And if CAMPBELL should not call upon 
his Republican associates in the job for 
help, those Republicansthemselves “ might 
come forward and insist upon presenting 
themselves.” But if they should “ wait 
until after the election, so much the bet- 
ter.” Mr. HALSTEAD adds: 

“Their time for explanation and possible 
condemnation would come fast enough, and 
then whatever excuse could be given for the 
inadvertence of the distinguished living on the 
paper might temper the ill-omened blast for the 
memory of the dead.” 

In another article, published on the 25th, 
he furnishes the following additional ex- 
planation as to the proposed dato of publi- 
cation: 

“There was no intention of throwing it [the 
forged paper] out too late fer a denial, for that 
would have been to weaken it. As there was 
no thought that it was a fraud, there was no 
purpose of handling it as one. On the contrary, 
‘the solicitude was to putit outin time to over- 
whelm alJl denials; and yel, wnder the circum- 
stances, it was not desirable to have it out such a 
long time that the connection of distinguished Re- 
publicans with it, which would have confused the 
public mind and impaired the feria road te. cs- 
tablished,” 

The possibility that the wubli« mind 
would be “confused” kr tho pn siication of 
the Republican signatums, while that of 
CAMPBELL might be publiskad alone with- 
out any confusing effect, was continually 
contemplated by Mr. HatstEap. He had 
taken * the resyonsibility of striking Camp- 
BELL with the frightful paper, and going to

showing that SHERMAN, McKINLEY, and 
BUTTERWORTH were as deep in the mud as 
CAMPBELL was in the mire. 

It is to be regretted that in his attempts 
to illumine all the dark places in the his- 
tory of this scandal—and no witness ever 
testified more freely or with greater appar- 
ent desire to tell everything—Mr. Hat- 
STEAD has not explained why there was 
not from the very first ‘‘a ray of light to 
cast a shadow of doubt upon” the genuine- 
ness of the signatures of his Republican 
friends. When one accepts without ques- 
tion, upon the assertion of an obscure and 
somewhat disreputable person, signatures 
of well-known and even eminent men indi- 
cating that these men were conspiring to- 
gether in a corrupt job, is it not reasonable 
to suppose that other transactions of the 
kindin which they were corruptly inter- 
ested have come to his knowledge—that his 
perfect confidence in the present apparent 
proof of their rascality is based upon some 
knowledge of their corrupt practices in the 
past? 


But Mr. HALSTEAD had no such knowl- 
edge concerning SHERMAN, MCKINLEY, and 
BUTTERWORTH. His acquaintance with the 
characters and careers of these men could 
not have afforded a foundation for his im- 
movable belief in their guilt in this case. 
Why, then, did he accept at once the theory 
that they were guilty, and continue to hold 
it? Possibly all this will be explained in 
the course of time, but it seems to us that 
the explanation might well have been made 
some time ago. 








THE INDICTMENT OF PIERCE. 


The indictment by the Grand Jury of the 
Superintendent of the Brush Dluminating 
Company for manslaughter in causing the 
death of HENRY HARRIS shows the extent 
te which the public indignation has been 
aroused by the impudent and reckless 
misbehavior of the electric lighting com- 
panies. Asa demonstration of this feeling 
the indictment has a real value, This 
case appeals more to the popular sympathy 
than any other of the many homicides pro- 
duced by the wires of these companies, be- 
cause HaRRIS’s fate was evidently one from 
which no citizen is safe. He was simply mov- 
ing about on a public sidewalk when a wire 
that was hung lower than the regulations 
permit came in contact with a piece of 
metal that he was carrying, which diverted 
the current into his body. This might hap- 
pen to any man who walks the streets of 
New-York. The other deaths due to the 
same cause have been of men employed by 
the companies themselves in work that is 
recognized as extremely hazardous. By 
undertaking this work the linemen did not 
put themselves out of the protection of the 
law, but their fate does not so come home 
to the business and bosom of the ordinary 
citizen as does that of a casual person who 
was not in the service of the corporation 
that caused his death. 

This feeling it was, doubtless, that at- 
tracted the attention of the Grand Jury 
to the case of Harris, when no _ in- 
dictment had been brought against the 
slayers of linemen whose deaths were 
as plainly as: his the results of gross 
negligence. It is doubtful, however, if the 
indictment will bear any practical fruit 
unless the Grand Jury, in finding it, acted 
upon information not in the possession of 
the public. It seems that PreRcE was in- 
dicted simply because he was the official 
technically responsible for the vielation 
of law but for which Harris would 
still be living. This official responsi- 
bility is enough for some purposes, 
but something more must be shown in order 
to induce a petit jury to send a man to the 
State prison. It must be a distinctly per- 
sonal responsibility that is fastened upon 
him. If it were shown, for example, that 
the attention of Prrrce had been called to 
the unlawful and dangerous condition of 
the wire that killed Harris, and that he 
had then refused or neglected to put it into 
a safe and lawful condition, a case would 
be made out upon which a cenviction 
might reasonably be expected. It is highly 
unlikely that such a showing could be 
made, and the value of the indictment is 
therefore mainly that of an authoritative 
expression of the public sentiment. 

There is a much more effective way 
of teaching a greedy corporation that 
disregard of the rights of the public 
has its limits than the indictment for 
manslaughter of the salaried subordi- 
nates of such a eorporation. The Directors 
of the company, or its controllers, will not 
be greatly moved by this admonition. They 
would bear with equanimity the imprison- 
ment of their Superintendent, and would 
regard that as a much lighter calamity 
than the expenditure of the money re- 
quired to put their lines in a safe condition. 
Corporations can be reached only through 
the pocket. When it is made mani- 
fest to them that it is cheaper to re- 
frain from killing linemen and wayfarers 
going about the streets on their lawful oc- 
casions than to kill them, they will refrain 
from killing them, and not until then. Hap- 
pily the Jaw provides a method for making 
this manifest to the owners and managers 
of the electric lighting companies. In the 
Revised Statutes of this State it is set forth 
that— 

“Whenever the death of a person shall be 
caused by wrongful act, neglect, or default, and 
the act, neglect, or default is such as would (if 
death had not ensued) have entitled the party 
injured to maintain an action and recover dam- 
ages inrespect thereof, then and in every such 


case the person who or the corporation which 
would have been liable if death had not ensued 


shall be liable to an action for damages, not- . 


withstanding the death of the person injured, 
and although the death shall have beon caused 
under such GClrcumstances as amount in law to 
felony.” 

This section seems to fit the case of 
HaRkgIs and the cases of the other persons 
who have been done to deatk by electric 
lighting wires improperly disposed or im- 
perfectly insulated through the neglect of 
they owners as perfectly as if it had been 
constructed to meet those cases. A jury 
which would be reluctant to find Prercre 
guilty of manslaughter would have no hesi- 
tation in awarding exemplary damages 
against his employers. It may very well be 
regarded as not less a public duty thana 
private satisfaction for the personal repre- 
sentatives of the men whose lives 





have ‘been sacrificed to the 

of these corporations to demand pe- 
cuniary compensation of the corporations 
for their loss. The heavy fine already in- 
flicted upon the companies by the demoli- 
tion of their deadly apparatus cannot fail 
to have an excellent effect upon them. I? 
they were also made to pay heavily for the 
lives taken by their negligence the effect 
upon them would be far more salutary than 
if all the Superintendents and foremen in 
their employ were sent to prison for life. 











AS OTHERS SEE US. 

The Anti-Slavery Congress which recent- 
ly met at Brussels to discuss the ways and 
means of abolishing the African slave 
trade was certainly entitled to the ap- 
proval and support of all civilized mon. Of 
the horrors of the slave trade,-as carried on 
by the Arab slave hunters, we have been 
told again and again by every Central Af- 
rican traveler. Slaves are obtained, not by 
purchase, but by kidnapping. A band of 
three or four hundred Arabs, well armed 
and led by a slave hunter of experience, 
marches into the heart of Africa, and, fall- 
ing upon some unsuspecting village, capt- 
ures every man, woman, and child. If re- 
sistance is shown the men are ruthlessly 
shot down, and if there is no resistance a 
few of the more worthless inhabitants area 
killed in order to infuse a wholesome terror 
into the others. Yoked together by the 
neck the captives are driven to the sea- 
shore, where those who have survived the 
hardships of the jeurney are shipped on 
board Arab dhows and carried to a market. 
The mortality among the captured slaves 
is enormous, and wherever the slave hunt- 
ers go they leave a wilderness behind them, 
from which the frightened natives have 
fled. Famine follows the footsteps of the 
slave hunter, and no honest commerce 
ever springs up in regions where he is 
known, 

Inasmuch ‘as this horrible trade is exclu- 
sively in the hands of Arabs who, being 
bigoted Mohammedans, are inaccessible to 
Christian arguments, the only possible way 
of suppressing the slave trade is by an 
agreement on the part of all Christian 
European nations to lend the use of their 
men-of-war to patrol the African coast, and 
by the permanent occupation of the whole 
of savage Africa by colonizing and trading 
companies. There is scarcely a man in all 
Europe, outside of Turkey or perhaps Rus- 
sia, who is not filled with horror and indig- 
nation at the atrocities that aro daily per- 
petrated in Africa by these brutal Arabs, 
and we may expect from enlightened Eng- 
land and Germany a vigorous effort to put 
a stop to the slave trade in every part of 
the Dark Continent. 

News from the interior of Africa is always 
to be received with caution, and hence it 
is possible that the account which has just 
reached civilization of the anti-rum con- 
gress held at Khartoum a short time ago 
may beuntrue. The congress was called, 
so we are told, by an eminent Arab slave 
hunter, and its members were selected ex- 
clusively from the same class, and from the 
Arab slave merchants of Khartoum, Zan- 
zibar, and the Arabian peninsula. There 
were present altogether nearly two hun- 
dred delegates, and the indignation mani- 
fested against the atrocities of the rum 
trade was universal and earnest. 

The President, Abou Gosh, or ‘‘ Father of 
Lies,” painted in glowingiterms the ravages 
wrought by cheap spirits among the ne- 
groes. He proved by British statistics that 
20,000 tons of spirits were last year con- 
sumed by the natives of the west coast 
alone. Mr. JOSEPH THOMPSON speaks of 
the Kroo coast as a region where the na- 
tives are constantly drunk—‘‘a kind of 
Hades peopled by brutalized human beings 
whose punishment seems to be a never- 
ending thirst for drink.” A British mer- 
chant, engaged in shipping rum to Africa, 
writes of the demand for liquor among 
the natives. ‘“‘Rum and gin are their 
incessant cry. The traffic has so de- 
based them that everywhere’ they 
neglect their own comfort.” “One can 
judge,” said the eloquent Abou Gosh, 
“of the quality of the liquor supplied to 
these poor Africans by the fact that in 
the Cape Colony newspapers ‘superior gin’ 
is advertised at 2Jgd. the pint bottle, and 
‘splendid rum’ at 9d. a gallon.” To such 
an extent has this nefarious traffic grown 
within the last few years that whole prov- 
inces and kingdoms have become utterly 
ruined and nearly depopulated. The 
natives drink themselves to death in a sur- 
prisingly short time, and from the moment 
they can obtain rum enough to make them 
drunk they do no work of any kind. 

After the President had set forth the 
facts in regard to the rum trade, a long 
discussion as to the best method of sup- 
pressing it took place. Seyd B’Golly, a 
slave hunter of forty years’ experience, 
insisted that immediate action of. some kind 
must be taken or else the native Africans 
would be exterminated and the slave- 
hunting industry would perish.’ The difii- 
culty was to know what action to take. 
“The wretches who supply Africa with 
cheap and poisonous spirits,” said Seyd 
B’Golly, ‘‘are all Europeans, and most ef 
them are Englishmen or Germans. These 
men are Christians, and hence they will 
not listen to arguments against the use 
and sale of rum which are drawn from 
the Koran. Were they Mohmamedans 
we might convince them of the wick- 
edness of their conduct, but as it is it 
would be a@ mere waste of time for 
us to send missionaries to them. Force is 
the enly argument which will have any 
effect upon the monsters who defy Arabian 
public opinion and treat the precepts of 
MOHAMMED with scorn. Let us therefore,” 
continued the speaker, “induce every 
Mohammedan State and every Arab slave 
hunter and slave trader to join in an effort 
to surround the entire African coast with a 
cordon of armed dhows, and let every 
European vessel found to contain even a 
gill of spirits be confiscated and the crew 
sold into slavery.” This proposal was 
adopted with enthusiastic unanimity, and 
the congress adjourned, sine dic, after a 
touching prayer from the venerable Sheik 
Abulrish, rector of the Mosque of the Sky- 
Blue Cow. 


That the Khartoum. congress neither ex- 
aggerated the horrors.of the,rum trade nor 


brought any false accusations against Eu- 
ropeans in connection with it is conceded 
by every one who is familiar with the sta- 
tistics that have recently been published 
in England. Much, however, as its sup- 
pression of the traftic is to be desired, it is 
doubtful if the plan of capturing rum-laden. 
British steamers by Arab dhows would 
prove successful. Still the proposal, like. 
all the proceedings of the Khartoum con- 
gress, shows thatthe warm-hearted slave 
hunters are in earnest in their desire to 
suppress the rum traffic, and we can only 
hope that they will finally succeed. 


A much more alarming character than it 
has had heretofore is given to the “ grippe” 
by the announcement that 580 deaths have 
resulted from it in Paris within twenty- 
four hours. Whatever deduction is to be 
made from this report, it must remain 
serious, even though it be shown tbat none 
of the sufferers succumbed to the disease 
itself, but only to complications with other 
and more familiar maladies for which it 
opened the way. In Vienna it is report- 
ed to be accompanied by “inflammation 
of the lungs, pleurisy, and peritonitis.” 
Any disease that introduces’ these 
ceases to be absurd by becoming formi- 
dable.

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CRYING FOR PROTECTION 


AEGUMENTS OF METAL ‘AND 
| COAL MEN. 
60ME CURIOUS STATEMENTS AND STUMP 
SPEECHES, INVOLVING THE SOUTH- 
ERN NEGRO PROBLEM. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 27.—A good many persons 
Were heard by the Ways and Means Committee 
during the seven solid hours of to-day's tariff 
Bitting, and all wanted the tariff left as it was 
Or inereased. Some Michigan stove makers 
were heard by telegraph in favor of leaving 
mica on the free list, but protection was the one 
thing argued for by all the speakers. 

Consideration of the metal, ore, and coal 
schedules occupied the day, the hearing begin- 
ning with a plea for high duties-on cutlery. Mr. 
Cc. & Landers of New-Britain, Conn., told the 
committee that the cutlery trade would cer- 
tainly die if protective duties were withdrawn. 
He was satistied with the rates proposed by the 
Senate Tariff bill of the last Congress, but he 
Wanted some slight modification of the classifi- 
cations. Mr, Landers left a brief containing his 
views. 

Representative J. Logan Chipman of Michi- 
fan turned over to the committee a number of 
telegrams from the largest stove manufacturers 
of his State protesting against taking mica off 
the free list, and then Mr. Charles Brice, repre- 
senting the National Goldbeaters’ Association, 
urged that the duty on gold leaf, bronze pow- 
der, and Dutch metal in leaf should be in- 
creased. ' 

“The oldest implement known to man,” said 
Mr. Clark Fisher of Trenton, N. J., ‘is the anvil, 
and I am here to ask for its protection.” Then 
he told how anvils are made, and complained 
that they wero not sufficiently protected. 


About two-thirds of the anvils used here were 
imported, when, in his opinion, ail should be 
made here. Theright duty, he thought, would 
be two and three-tenths cents a pound. This 
would really reduce the cost to the consumer, 
Decause the production here would be very 
much increase Mr. Fisher stated that there 
were only three manufactories of anvils left in 
the country, all the rest baving been driven out 
of the business. 

Mr. William C. Cronemeyer ot Pittsbu*g asked 
for abigh protective duty on tin plates. His 
firm, he said, began manufacturing tin plates 
in 1873, when it was sold for $12abox. In 
three years the price went down to $4 and he 
had to quit the business, Then the quotations 
went up to $9 and he began making plates 
again. Immediately prices went down, and he 
gave up again. Then he investigated and found 
that the duty was such that, whenever the for- 
eign makers chose to do so, they coula under- 
sell the American makers and thus keep them 
out of the business. Mr. Cronemeyer showed 
Samples of different grades of iron and tin 
plates. He explained that the English makers 
could turn out tin plates at about $2 25 a box 
less than they could be made for here, and he 
thought the present duty should be doubled. 

Mr. William Metcalf, a crucible steel manu- 
facturer of Pittsbura, informed the committec 
that the protective tariff on crucible stee! nad 
so developed the industry that the cost to the 
consumer had been reduced from 30 to 50 per 
cent. in the last twenty-one yeers. Now, he 
said, it was simply a question of wages. If the 
tariff were prohibitory the only thing we would 
have to fear would be wazes. 

Mr. George J. Oliver, representing manufact- 
urers of wire, wire rods, barbed wire fencing, 
aud wire nails, was next heard. He said the 
manufacturers were very well contented with 
the present tariff, except the auty on wire rods, 
which were their raw material. This duty, 
they thought, shotild be six-tenths of a cent a 
pound on all rods not smaller than No. 5 wire 
gauge, and 1 cent on the smalicrrods. Mr. 
‘Oliver gave some interesting figures about the 
growth of the wire industry, and showed, at 
Jeast to his own satisfaction, that it was due 
entirely to the writt, while the reduced cost of 
@taple wire articles was chiefly due to the same 
thing. Any reduction in present duties would 
inevitably advance prices of barbed wire and 
wire nails by crippling the manufacturers, The 
Senate Tariff bill, he added, was satisfactory to 
the manufacturers. ‘ 

Mr. A. W. Campbell of West Virginia urged 
the committee to give the makers of soft steel 
equal protection with those who made hard 
etee). Cut-nail makers, be said, had made no 
mo.uey in three years, and most of them had 
lost money. Mr. Campbell would be satisfied, 
be said, with tive-tenths of a cent per pound 
duty on sott steel, as the Senate bill provided, 
as this would give the same measure of protec- 
tion enjoyed by hard-steel makers, 

Mr. F. J. Slade of Trenton, N. J., told the com- 
mittee that importers of structural shapes of 
iron were able to evade the duty intended to be 
collected on such articles by the wording of the 
law, bringing them in at a much lower rate 

ap shonld be collected. Mr. Slade suggested 
amendments which would prevent this. He 
(lade) declared that he had no hesitancy what- 


ever in admitting that manufacturers of struct- 


ural iron had combined to obtain certain prices 
for their products, and he regarded it as per- 
fectly justifiable. It was to enable them to ob- 
tain a fair profit on their basiness, and that 
they were certainly entitied to. Unrestricted 
competition would bankrupt any business in 
time, There were twelve firms in the combina- 


tion, and two who were not, 

Gen. J. D. Imboden of Virginia, a representa- 
tive of the coal and iron ore industries of his 
@tate and: the South, asked fora duty on these 
products that would protect the vast mass o 
common laborers employed in the mines. H 
spoke of the great investments made in tne 
coal fiecids by capitalists and the thousands of 
men employed there, and insisted that, if the 
duty on coal were removed, the whole industry 
would be wiped out by the competition of the 
Nova Scotia mines. Gen. Imboden told of the 
vast Sapoos of Bessemer ore found in Ten- 
messee, Virginia, Geurzia, and other States, and 
insisted that without a duty on ores ali these 
would be undeveloped and the iron ore indus- 
try in the country destroyed. 

The labor, Geu. Imboden said, was supplied 
by the negroes, andif the duty were removed 
they would be deprived of the means of living 
gai be forced to live dishonestly off the whites. 
The General was perfectly sure that a fair 
election on the single question of protection 
wouid carry four or five Southern States, and 
he told the committee so in an excellent stump 
‘speech. Some questions by Mr. Flower 
peonene out the fact that Gen. Imboden voted

The contractors for the construction of the

A REMARKABLE MAN DIES. 


OUTLINE OF THE CAREER OF ARTHUR 
MWMURRAUGH KAVANAGH. 


Arthur McMurraugh Kavanagh, who died in 
Ireland a few days ugo, was in many respects 
@ most remarkable man. Many years ago he 
represented his native county, Carlow, in the 
the House of Commons, and subsequently the 
County of Wexford, where he defeated Sir 
john Pope Hennessy. 

Nature had endowed him with a singularly 
handsome face and fine torso, but had deprived 


him both of arms and legs, and consequently 


when he was elected to Parliament it became 
necessary to make special arrangement to 
admit of his entering and addressing the House, 
as be could neither walk nor stand. 

The matter was discussed privately before the 
meeting of Parliament, and subsequent to the 
entrance of Mr. Kavanagh the Prime Minister 
rose and moved “that exception be made to 
the universal rule that members must address 
the House standing in the case of the honorable 
member for Carlow, and that he be permitted to 
speak seated.” This was, of course, agreed to, 
when a further ditticulty presented itself in re- 
gard to his entrance into the House. An inex- 
orable rule exists that when Parliament is 
sitting none but Members can pass beyond the 


par which is on a line with the lower gangway 
and the seat of the Sergeant at Arms. 

On his first appearance Mr. Kavanagh was 
earried in a Chair to the table by his two intro- 
ducers to take the necessary oaths, but as it 
was evident that this could net be done 
throughout the entire session, the proposition 
Wus made that he be excused from entering by 
the members’ door, which is immediately oppo- 
site the Speaker's chair, and be permitted to 
uso a door in the rear used by the chaplain and 
others. Mr. Kavanagh was very regular in 
his attendanee, and almost daily was carried in 
by a couple of servants and placed in his usual 
seat under one of the side galleries. 

Seeing him thus with alignt wrap thrown 
over him to conceal the rigidity of bis artificial 
limbs few would have suspected the true state 
of the case. The defects of nature had been go 
well supplied that he was able to tale part in 
outdoor exercise and field sports, of which he 
was passionately fond. In the most famous 
hunting districts he was known as a straight, 
pold, and indeed fearless rider. and the style in 
which he drove a four-in-hand coach was the 
envy of many of his brother whips. He wrote 
beattifally and held no mean place among 
amateur artists. He was aman of great power 
and originality of mind and varied reading, 
therefore it was no surprise when bis 
maiden speech placed him far above the 
ordinary level of House-of-Commons oratory. 

e word sent out that (to quote the language 
of the House) ‘Kavanagh is up,” never failed 
to bring back a crowd of members from the 
Mbrary, swoking room, or terrace to listen to 
his speech. He was one of the tew men who 
never spoke to empty benches. He was & man 
of old family and extensive possessions, was 
exceedingly genial one popular,.and was the 
happy husband of a beautiful wife and the 
father of a large and handsome family, none of 
whom shared their father’s affliction. 

Mr. Kavanagh was for a number of years 
Chairman of the Waterford and Limerick Rail- 
way Company, and was also Cnairman of the 
New-Ross Board of Guardians.

DOM PEDRO’S LOST SALARY 


WHY THE REPUBLIO OUT OFF 
HIS OIVIL LIST. 
MINISTER BARBOZA’S TELEGRAM TO 
SENHOR VALENTE—A PROTEST FROM 
EUROPE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.--Mr. Valente, the 
Brazilian Minister, has rececived* a cablegram 
from Ruy Barboza, the Minister of Finance of 
the provisional Government of Brazil, dated 
Rio Janeiro, Dec. 27, of which the following is 
a translation: . 

‘Silveira Martins, who was transported, has 
acknowledged to tho police authorities the wis- 
dom of the act of banishment. Ex-Premier Ouro 
Preto has been banished on account of acts of 
conspiracy on the part of his followers. 

“The imperial family, because of thelr having 
changed their attitude taken here from acqul- 
esconce to encouragement of the pretensions of 
reaction, and making this the canse ofthe 
throne, were deprived of the civil list and the 
subsidy. The provisional Government main- 
tained tho civil list as an act of mere tolerance, 
unheara of in any other revolution, and added 
to this a subsidy of $2,500,000. The Emperor 
accepted both here, but on his arrival in 
Europe, under the advice of unwise coun- 
selors, who had brought about the fall of 
the monareby, refused the subsidy because it 
was qn act of the revolution, but accepted the 
civil list as a right based upon law. In view of 
this denial of the legitimacy of the revolution, 
which has been sanctioned by the whole coun- 
try, our moasure cutting off the civil list and 
subsidy was an act of mere common sense. 
These measures have here met with general 
support, 

*« Let Europe reflect on her revolutions, offect- 
ed at the expense of floods of blood and great 
financial disasters. We have accomplished ours 
without one drop of blood and the least finan- 
Gial trouble. Whoever thua conducts himself in 
the most trying moments must be able to man- 
age his affairs with sufficient discretion and 
judgment. We shall continue to respoct all 
rights, Maintain the tribunals, organize the ad- 
ministration, observe all contracts, and keep 
up the budget; but any attempt against publio 
order will be repressed with implacable se- 
verity. Commerce, agriculture, and the 
working Classes call upon us to assume this 
attitude. We shall hand over to the consti- 
tutional Convention the Republic intact. Those 
who belieVe that this convention is called to de- 
cide between the republic and the monarchy 
are mistaken. The monarchy is out of the 
question. The Constitutional Convention will 
only have to organize the republic. There is no 
more monarchic party here. The European 
press should not be misled by newsmongers 
whose machinations are here objects either of 
amazement or derision. These mistakes of the 
press foment here schemes of disturbance, but 
the dilemma now is, simply, republic or an- 
archy.”

FATAL MISTAKE OF A DRUG COLERK. 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 27.—At Gouverneur, 
St. Lawrence County, John D. Van Valkenburg 
lies dead at his home from the effects of a dose 
of deadly poison taken by mistake, Mr. Van 
Valkenburg was suffering severely from head- 
ache yesterday afternoon, and went to Fred 
Lavack’s drug store and asked for five grains of 
antipyrine to cure his heauache. 

Dr. Hossie, the prescription clerk, was out of 
town, and Mr. Lavack waited on Mr. Vau 
Valkenburg, and by a terribie error of some one 
gave him five grains of atropine, a deadly 
poison, instead of antipyrine.

McFalls, Allen, and 
Drury were at once called in, and did every- 
thing possible to save their patient, but at 
10:30 o’clock, just two and one-half hours after 
taking the deadly dose, he died. He was forty- 
two years old.

GEOLOGISTS IN SESSION. 


PROF. ORTON READS AN INTERESTING 


PAPER ON NATURAL GAS. 


The American Geological Society held their 
second day’s session yesterday at the American 
Museum of Natural History. After somo pre- 
iiminary work the reading of papers was ro- 
sumed. Prof. James Hall, State Geologist, 
gave a sketch of the early geologists, from the 
lives of whom he drew many examples of en- 
couragement for young geologists, 

Prof. Edward Orton, State Geologist of Ohio 
and a professor in -the State University, fol- 
lowed with a paper on “ The Origin of the Rock 
Pressure of Natural Gasin the Trenton Lime- 
stone of Ohio and Indiana,” in which he an- 
swered those who claim that the great natural 
gas flelds.of the country are practically inex- 


haustible, and that nature is manufacturing the 
gas by chemical combination in the subter- 
ranean cavities as rapidly as it is consumed by 
man at the surface. He claimed that the supply 
of natural gas in those States was not only lim- 
ited, but was belng exhausted very rapidly and 
would be drained ip less than nine years. The 
gas, he said, is now being used as the basis of a 
varied line of manufactures, the annual prod- 
ucts of which aggregate many million dollars, 
and it ie driving, besidea the iron and steel 
mills of Pittsburg, potteries and brick works, 
over forty glass furnaces, and a long list of 
er in which cheap power is a desidera- 
um. ‘ 

The gas is the product of ages which has been 
accumulated in the porous limestone of Onio 
and Indiana. It has been produced so slowly 
that when once exbausted it will take many 
thousands of years for it to again accumulate 
in sufficient quantities to be used, even if the 
elements necessary for its production were 
present, which he thought was not at all 
probable. The pressure which forces the gas 
out with snch tremendous power that it some- 
times reaches 1,000 pounds pressure per square 
inch is not due to tite préssure of the gas 
itself but to the hydrostatic pressure brought 
to bear by the column of salt water that enters 
the porous stratum of rock Containing the gas, 
at the sea level. and which by its weight 
tends to force the gas ont, To the ox- 

lanation and elucidation of this phenomenon 

rof. Orton’s paper was more especially 
devoted. The men who are engaged in the 
practical development of gas and oil fields, said 
he, made great account of rock pressure. It is 
the first fact they inquire after in a new gas 
field. They appreciate its importance, knowing 
that the distance of the markets they care to 
reach and the size of the pipes they can employ 
are entirely dependent upon this element. Ha 
defined the term ‘rock pressure,” and showed 
the decrease of its rate westward. He said 
400,000 people in Northwestern Ohio and Cen- 
tral Indiana alone depended upon natural gas 
for fuel and illumination. 

Prof. William B. Clark of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, Baltimore, followed with a scholarly 
ag on‘ The Tertiary Deposits of the Cape 

ear River Region,” that contained much of 
interest to geologists, aod but little within the 
comprehension of those present not learned in 
such matters. Prof. Andrew C. Lawson of Otta- 
wa, Canada, next read a paper on ‘‘ The Pre- 
Palwozoic Surface of the Archean Terranes of 
Canada,” in which he stated that the surface of 
the Archan was at the time of the deposit of 
earlier formations to a large extent as hum- 
mocky as at present, and hence this feature 
could not be due to conditions of the glacial 
epoch. He closed with a discussion of the 
origin of the material of the post-Archa@an for- 
mation. 

Prof. William M. Davis of Cambridge, Mass., 
on “The Structure and Origin of Glacial Sand 
Plains,” described sand plains as delta-like de- 

osits of stratified gravel and sand formed in 

odies of standing water at the margin of the 
melting ice of the last glacial epoch. 

Other vajuable papers were read during the 
day by Prof. R. @. MoConnell of Ottawa, Can- 
ada, on ‘‘Glacial Features of Parts of the 
Yukon and Mackenzie Basins’; Prof. J. B. 
Tvrrell of Ottawa on “ Post-Tertiary Deposits 
of Mauitoba and the Adjoining Territories of 
Canada”; Prof. G. Frederick White of Oberlin 
College, Chio, on ‘Terminal Moraine in On- 
tario”; Prof. W. G. McGee of Washington on 
“Soutbern Extension of the Appomattox Forma- 
tion,” and Prof. Charles D, Walcott of Washing- 
ton on the value of the term “ Hudson River 
Group” in geologic nomenclature. Papers were 
read in the evening by Prof. R. T. Whitfield, H. 
M. Seeley. Charles D. Walcott, and W. J. McGee.

WILL ENFORCE THE LAW. 


VIEWS OF STATE CIVIL SERVICE COM- 
MISSIONER POSTE. 


William A. Poste, for the past six years Dep- 
uty Attorney General, and John A. Sleicher, 


editor of an illustrated paperin this olty, are 
at present the only members of the State Civil 
Service Commission. Both were recentiy ap- 
pointed by Gov. Hill, though the views of 
neither of them onthe subject of civil service 
reform are very well known to the public. 

Mr, Poste is at present in this city, and ih 
answer to inquiries eaid to a TIMES representa- 
tive last evening that he had sought thefap- 
pointment as a-‘member of the Civil Service 
Commission because he preferred the position 
to a subordinate place iu the Attorney General’s 
office. He believed in the enforcement of the 
civil service law as of all other laws. 

“Do you believe in appointment to office for 


merit, a8 determined by competitive examina- 


Son, rater than for political reasons ?”' he was 
asked. 

Mr. Poste replied that he was not prepared to 
say just how far the system of competitive 
examinations should be carried. He had never 
believed in the spoils system simply, and he 
thought the law of 1883 was probably the best 
step toward “reforming” the system, if it waa 
80 called, that could be taken, 

Perhaps it was the best law the State could 
have now. At any rate it ought to be enforced 
honestly, unequivocally, and without evasion. 

**Do you think the civil service has been im- 
proved by the operation of the law of 1883?” 
was asked. 

**Some of the State departments,” Mr. Poste 
replied, “show improvement in the personnel 
of their force since the law was passed, and 
others were very Well before. Whether the im- 
provement, where it has occurrad, is due to the 
law or not I cannot eay. 

** As to the effeotfof the law in the large cities 
Tam unable to speak definitely. 1 have not 
followed it closely enough to know.” 

Mr. Poste said that he did not regard a com- 
petitive examination on abstract subjects as 
the only test that should be applied in waking 
appointments. He thought the examination 
should be directed so as to show the fitness of 
the applicant for the especial duties he would 
have, if appointed, to perform. He would em- 
ploy competitive or non-competitive examina- 
tions, whichever proved best, to determine that 
titnesa. 

‘* But you would not permit appointments for 
political favor ?”’ 

Mr. Poste replied tnat the ideas and tradi- 
tions of the people had to be regarded to some 
extent. e did not belleve in attempts to 
change everything at once, for that wag revo- 
lution. But he believed in educating the peo- 
ple and making improvements gradually. So 
far as he was concerned the commission would 
go on quietly and enforce the law. His ap- 
pointment had no other significance that he 
kuew of, 
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MEN CLAMORING FOR THEIR PAY. 

The laborers who worked on the Third and 
Seventh avenues subways for Sub-Contractor 
Hugh J. Reilly, since the subways were fin- 
ished last Saturday pight, have found a great 
deal of fault because they were not paid off 
more rapidly. They declare that there has 
been unreasonable delay in paying them, and 
that every man might have received his pay by 
last Monday night had any attempt at hurrying 
matters been made, 

Contractor Reilly established his pay office at 
220 East Forty-second-streot, in a little store 
occupied by Henry Gates. The men waiting 
for their money blockaded the sidewalk to such 
an extent as to slut off trade from the shoe- 
wmaker’s shop on one side and from the candy 
store, two doors away. The big window in Jim 
J, Lee’s laundry was broken in, and Mr. Gates 
has received # disposseas notice from the own- 
er of the building. A number of police have 
been kept on duty at the place.

MAYOR GRANT VERY ANGRY 


CONTROLLER MYERS 1N AN 
ECONOMICAL MOOD. 

HE ARGUES IN FAVOR OF CURTAILING 

THE ESTIMATE OF THE TAMMANY 
COMMISSIONERS OF ACCOUNTS. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
With its Tammany majority, found yesterday 
that Controller Myers, County Demoorat, had 
more economical ideas on somes appropria- 
tons than Mayor Grant himself. The thing 

hat brought this fact to light was the estimate 
of the Commissioners of Accounts, a Tammany 
commission which has of late been investigat- 
ing the affairs of the Dock Department, which 
has a County Democracy majority. 

The Commissioners of Accounts had asked 
for $35,000 for their own salaries of $5,000 
each and $25,000 for the salaries of assist- 
ants and form the payment of contingent ex- 
penses in the pursuance of their work. Mr. 
Myers thought the amount too large and 
said so. The monthly pay roll of the 
Commissioners’ office as sent to his office 
footed up only $943. He asked what hecaiue 
of the balance, as this monthly roll only 
amounted te about $11,000 for the year’s 
saluries, and therefore a large balance would 
be left unexpended. The Controller said that 
the Commissioners had twelve clerks, and he 
created something of a breeze when he added 
that he woula not consent to giving the Com- 
missioners as much as they bad last year. 

**T tnink,” saia Commissioner Coleman, ‘‘that 
they should have tunds exough to go on with 
their examinations.” 

“They should have all that is necessary,’ 
said Mr. Myers, “but the trouble is, that they 
use the money allowed them for purposes not 
intended by this board.” 

Here the Mayor got alittle angry, and after a 
sharp interchange of views on the subject he 
said he didn’t propose to have the apprepria- 
tion reduced, because the Commissioners had 
been particularly active in their investigations, 
which had not gone off smoothly enough to suit 
some people. ‘hen, with a littie display of im- 
patience, the Mayor said that the question was 
on the matter of the appropriation, and he 
moved that the amount be fixed at $17,500, ex- 
clusive of the Commissioners’ salaries. The 
Mayor added that if there was any reduetion 
the dock investigation would have tv be 
stopped. ‘If the Controller wishes to take the 
responsibility of that,” said his Honor, “I am 
willing he should.” Sothe matter was left in 
this way, and it will be taken up again this 
morning.

The doors of St. Peter’s Cathedral were thrown 
open at 9 o’clock, and before 10 over three thou- 
sand people had thronged the edifice.

WARRING REPUBLICANS IN THE TWEN- 
TY-¥FIRST DISTRICT. 


In anticipation of a row between the Whitney 
and Leary factions in tne Twenty-first Assem- 
bly District Republican Association, tiere was 
a large attendance ofethe enrolled members 
last night, and although the row did not attain 
to expected proportions, the expectant Re- 
publicans were not altogether disappointed. 
The Whitney faction has had control of the 
machinery of the organization since the last 


primary in January last, when they elected their 
club ticket by a majority of 20 in a total vote of 
over 500. : 

During this time the Leary faction hgve en- 
Geavored industriously to increase their num- 
bers by getting their friends to join the organt- 
zation. They have from time to time proposed 
some hundred or so new members, whose 
names were referred to the Enrolling Board, 
whieh was composed of Whitneyites. At the 
November meetivg there remained about half of 
this number whose propositions had not been 
reported upon by the board, and the Learyites 
thought they saw in tne derelietion of the board 
an intention to ee action upon them 
until after the next primaries, which are to be 
bela in January. By this means, it was alleged, 
the Whitneyites expected to retain their numer- 
jeoal supremacy and to retain control of the 
district machinery. 

If this was the game of the Whitney men it did 
not werk,as the Leary men succeeded in adjourn- 
ing the Novembor meeting to last night and 
in ordering the Board of Enrollment to report 
on all the names referred to them at last night’s 
meeting. Notwithstanding the order it was be- 
lieved by many that the board would fail to re- 
port, or, if they did, that they would report ad- 
versely on many of the names, which sounded 
like the roster of a Simon Pure Democratic 
crowd. But contrary to expectation, Secretary 
Enell of the Board of Enrollment reported ali 
the names, forty-eight in mumber, favorably, 
and in their report alleged as an excuse for 
their procrastination that several of the names 
proposed had been represented to them as thuse 
of Democrats, and that therefore the list re- 
quired the closest scrutiny, a piece of work 
which they had not been able to accomplish any 
sooner. 

The report developed a good deal of ill feel- 
ing between the factions, and upon it a division 
was had which showed the Learyites tobe in 
the majority by 67 to 58 votes. 

A motion was made to receive the report and 
elect the persons who had been reported favor- 
ably to membership in the association upon 
signing the roll. pon this a Whitneyite, 
moved to amend by receiving and adoptin 
the report. A viva-voce vote was had an 
Chairman Richard J. Lewis declared it carried, 
but a division being loudly called for, a standing 
vote was taken, which showed that the amend- 
ment was lost by the vote above stated. This 
was understood as a virtual condemnation of 
the Board of Enrollment for their alleged sharp 
practice. After that the proposed members, 
with some half dozen additions, were elected. 


THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 


ITS POWER AND INFLUENCE INCREASING 
IN ALABAMA. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala, Deo. 27.—The political 
situation in Alabama to-day is exceedingly in- 
teresting. The Democratic leaders and papere 
are waging vigorous war on the politicians in 
the Farmers’ Alliance. The war has been 
brought in the platform of confederation be- 
tween the Farmers’ Alliance and the Knights 
of Labor adopted some days ago at the Na- 
tional Convention in St. Louis. The Alabama 
delegation was composed of office hdélders and 
Office seekers, and they have been openly de- 
nounced for their action in approving the plat- 
form and _ charged with misrepresenting the 
people and the alliance in this State. Several 
county alliances have adopted resolutions con- 
demning the action of the State delegation and 
pronouncing the platform as rotten, undemo- 
cratic, and dangerous. 

he oes age demands the abolition of na- 
tional banks, indorses the Greenback parties, 
hag a plea for an unlimited iesue of greenbacks, 
and demands that the railroads and telegraph 
lines of the country shall be owned and oper- 
ated by the Government. It also contains a 
stated resolution to elect men who will carry 
out the principles of the alliance and stand by 
its interests, independent of and _  unin- 
fluenced by arty caucus. This latter 
clause ia especially obnoxious to the people of 
Alabama, for here the compact organization of 
the Democratic Party and the rule and su- 
premacy of the white people can only be main- 
tained by a strict adherence tu party principles 
and loyalty to the party caucus. The selection 
and nomination of candidates by party caucus 
and convention amount to election, because 
the people abide by the choice made in this 


wa . 

the Hon. R. F. Kalb, State Agrioultural Com- 
misstoner of Alabama, is a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and is the chosen candidate of the Alli- 
ance. He nas publicly announced that @ wll 
not seek nor accept the nomination except by 
the State Democratic Convention, but his po- 
litical opponents charge that be is the head and 
front of a political movement which, if necessa- 


ry t0 accomplish his election, will go to almost 
any length. He was a delegate to the National 
Convention and did not oppose the platform of 
confederation. 

he State Alliance lecturer, A. B. Brassel, 
recently delivered a pubiic speech in which he 
advised the farmers to attend the meetinzs 
and primaries, and then, if necessary, to work 


for and elect men to public offie who can be 


depended on to carry out the principles of the 
Alliance, independent of the Democratic or Re- 
publican Parties. he Alliance men, as a rule, 
will oppose an independent political move- 
ment, which would mean the grave for De- 
mmocracy and white supremacy. The Demo- 
cratic leaders wiil make a desperate effort to 
prevent any division of the white vote. 

Many Alliance men declare they will leave 
the order rather than follow an independent 
political movement. The next State Democratic 
convention will be held next April and the eleo- 
tion in August following. There are four 
avowed Democratic candidates for Governor 
and doubtiess there will be several others in the 
field before the convention meets.

“AN INDICTMENT AT LAST 


THE GRAND JURY AND ELEC- 

* TRIC LIGHT PERILS. 

A PRESENTMENT SETTING FORTH THE 
PANGERKS OF THE PRESENT SYSTEM— 
THE CRUSADE ON THE WIRES. 


Three weeks were spent by the December 
* Grand Jury in the investigation of the danger- 
ous clectric wires, with the result, as announced 
yesterday, when the jury were discharged for 
the term, of an indictment against Charles W. 
Pierce of 190 East Seventy-sixth-street, who is 
superintendent of lamps for the Brush Elec- 
tric Light Company. With this was a present- 
ment on the general subject of electric wires. 
} Mr. Pierce is charged with manslaughter in 
being responsible for the death of Henry Har- 
ris, the clerk, who while taking In a showcase 
received a shock from a Brush lamp over the 
sidewalk. There are two counts to the indict- 
mené. In the first it is stated that a current of 
electricity of great and deadly power and inten- 
sity passed through Henry Harrie from wires 
and a lamp placed by the defendant, from 
which Harris received a mortal electric shock. 
Tn the second count the operations of. the Brush 


‘light are described and Mr. Pierce's duty is de- 


fined. Itis to place the lamps so that citizens 


may pass under the lamps or labor in the street 
without danger or hazard to their lives. In this 
respect it was charged that he was negligent. 

r, Pierce was at luncheon when the deteot- 
ives went after him yesterday afternoon. On 
learning that they were looking for hin he im- 

ediately went up tothe District Attorney’s 
office with Mr. William T. Moore, the President 
of the Brush Company. Mr. Moore furnished 
the bail of $2,500. Pierce was not called upon 
‘to plead to the indictment, as the court had ad- 
yourned. : 

Considering the Harris case, the Grand Jury 
examined twenty-five witnesses, including 
many experts and well-known electricians. 
The presentment handed up by the Grand Jury 
as regards the wires is aa follows: 


“The Grand Jury have devoted a great deal of 
time to the investigation of the various systems of 
electrical generation, and the distribution and 
transmission of electrical currents for light and 
power purposes by means of aerial and ubder- 
ground wires through public streets of the city, 
now in operation, for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether these syateins were being operated with @ 
due and proper regara for the lives and saiety of 
the public, and particularly under what circum- 
tances such systems came to be operated. For 
this purpose the Grand Jury have considered a 
great mass of testimony, given by witnesses to 

sasualties occurring irom electrical currents, and 
by scientific men. : 

“here appears to be a great diversity of opin- 
ion among those best qualified to testify on every 

‘brauch of the inquiry, and as to every detail con- 
‘nected with the subject, and it has been difficult for 
jthe Grand Jury to come to a satisfactory conclu- 
igion. ‘he Grand Jury have listened to a great 
‘deal of testimony of so-called experts in the appli- 
‘ance of electricity for the production of light, many 
‘otwhom are retained by or interested in the vari- 
‘ous electric light compauies. There is # diversity 
of opinion among them as to the danger to life and 
(property, and notwithstanding this loss of life and 
destruction of valuable property continues, and, if 
permitted to go on, life and property will be daily 
M™enaced—a condition of affairs which no adequate 
plan has yet been devised to prevent. 

“It is manifest legislative action should be in- 
voxed at onca to provide a meaus of preventing 
further casualties by electric currents, It was 
\shown recently to the Supreme Court of the State 

that wires for the transmission of electricity hai 
‘been permitted to become in a condition daugerous 
to human )ile so that passers-by in the street were 
Mable to be struck dead, and thereby that the cor- 
porations respousibie for this condition of things 
Were conducting a business by means of an ap- 
‘paratus and a force which uniess properly con- 
‘trolled subjected the citizens of the city to the 
‘danger of death. 

“Thereupon this court held that the facts con- 
\atituted a public nuisance and directed that an in- 
junction, previously obtained, restraining authori. 
ties trom interfering with these wires should be 
vacated and set aside on the ground that not only 
‘the puvlic authorities, but any citizen, would be 
juscified in abolishing the nuisance. Of this de- 
cision the Grand Jury heartily approved. Inas- 
much as the authorities are now engaged in remov- 
fing the dangerous wires and apparatus concemned 
by the court, the Grand Jury have novdeenied it 
necessary to take action in reference thereto, the 
result to be accomplished by a criminal indictment 
for nuisance, to wil, the abatement of the nuisance, 
having already been brought about by the decision 
of the Supreme Court. 

“The Grand Jury are convinced that the business 
of the generation and distribution of electrical cur- 
rents is one which should be investigated by the 
Legislature for the purpose of ascertaining the 
character of 2n enactment required to provide a 
means of carrying out the same without danger to 
the public. : 

“We therefore recommend that the Legislature 
shall without delay appoiut a commities of its mem- 
bers to inquire into the subject and report upon a 
pian of legislation designed to prevent further dan- 

iger to the prbiic from electrical apparatus.” 


In discharging the Grand Jury Judge Gilder- 
sleeve complimented its members upon their 
work. 

There was notbingin yesterday’s crusade on 
the wires to especially distinguish it from the 
work done every day for two weeks past. 
Cornelius Grenunan of Inspector Fitzpatrick’s 
gang, working on Sixth-avenue, furnished the 
only incident by slichtiy burning his hand on 
an improperly-insulated wire of the Manhat- 
tan Company, which furnished incandescent 
light to Macy’s establishinent,on the corner 
ot Fourteenth-street. That gauge took down 
12,720 teet of wire in Sixth-avenue during the 
day, belonging to the East River, Brush, Man- 
hattan, and United States Companies. 

As a matter of precaution Commissioner 
Gibbens senta letter to the Manhattan Com- 
pany calling attention to the request of Com- 
imissioner Gilroy that ail currents be shut off 
from 9 A.M. to 4P.M., while the men were 
working. 

Inspector Schwartz’a men worked in Park- 
row from Pell-street to the City Hall anda re- 
moved 28 poles and 10,796 ieet of Brush, 
Dnited States, and East River wire. In Grand- 
Street, from the Bowery to Mangin-street, I@- 
apector, Roth’s gang cut 22,942 feet of East 
River, Brush, United States, and Manhattan 
wire. Inspector Reilly took his gang up to One 
Hundred and Twenty-tifth-street, and between 
Fourth and Lenox avenues the men cut 23 

oles and 11,200 feet of Harlem and Mount 

orris Companies’ wire. Inspector Gaviu’s 
gone continued its work on the Manhattan and 

rush Eighth-avenue lives, aud Inspector 
‘Brown took down a few poles in Fsurth-avenue 
‘and then started off on a tour of inspection to 
find tields for future work. 

The companies are simply hustling to get into 
the subways. Expert Wheeler says tbat about 
1250 miles of cable are now ip the subways. 
‘More than one-half of this has been putin dur- 
ing the last two weeks. The United States 
Company expect to be lighting 400 city lamps 
through the Third-avenue subway by the middle 
of January.

TOBACCO MEN DIVIDED. 


NO UNION OF INTERESTS ON THE 
SUMATRA WRAPPER TARIFF, . 


A conference of tobacco growers, importers, 
and manufacturers was held yesterday at the 
cheadquarters of the New-York Leaf Tobacco 
Board of Trade, 178 Pearl-street. It had been 
soalled by a committee of nine members of this 
‘poard to consider the movement for a change in 
‘the tariff on Sumatra wrappers in the interest 
\of American farmers who grow tobacco that 
can be used for wrappers. But it wae not long 
after an.organization had been effected before 
those who bad entered the conference with 
most: enthusiasm began to fear that it would 


never be able to reach a conclusion. Their fears 
were qoscitee by the result. 

William Vigelius of the firm of Havemeyer & 
Vigelius was chosen presiding officer. 
the local firms represented. were L. 

& Brother, Culiman & Rosenbaum, 

Bon, Wet! & Co., Heyman Brothers & Lowen- 
stein, M. Lachenbruch, Charles Holt, and R. 
Moné & Brother. Representatives of growers’ 
associations from Conneoctiout, Lancaster 
County, Penn.; Wisconsin, and Chemung and 
Onondaga Counties, N. Y., were aleo present. 
They were allowed altogether three votes. The 
Tobacco Board of Trade of Philadelphia bad 
one vote, the Cigar Manufacturers’ Association 
of New-York had one, and the same representa- 
tion was enjoyed by the New-York Leaf To- 
bacco Board of Trade, which had called the 
confersnce. So the vote was evenly divided 
between the growers on the one hand and the 
importers and manufacturers on the other. 

The present tariff on Sumatra wrappers is 35 
cents per pound when they weigh less than 
one hundred Jeaves to the pound, and 70 cents 
when they weigh more. ‘there were two defi- 
nite propositions before the conference, both 
involving an abolition of this arbitrary olassiti- 
cation. One suggested $1 a pound forall, and 
the other a uniform rate of 50 cents per pound. 
But becanse there were many. Ee mnt who be- 
lieved that the tariff shoul e wiped out en- 
tirely, and still others who wanted to have it 
as it stands, neither of these propositions 
coulda get a majority of votes. 

The result was a long session, lasting from 
11 A. M. to4P. M., and an adjournment sine 
die, without making any recommendation to 
Congress. 

Chairman Vigelius said, after the conference 
was ended: “I was one of those who favored 
increased protection to the wrapper-growing 
interest 1n this country, Butitis evident from 
this conference that the manufacturers are not 
going to consent to pay a duty of $1 per pound 
when they can get their Sumatra wrappers for 
8h cents duty. It is also evident that the 


possible. My personal opinion is that this ends, 
once and forever, the hope of any united action 

n the part of growers, importers, and manu- 

actarers. Ihave no doubt that each of these 
interests will have a pill prepared to place be- 
fore Congress, drawn up in accordance with its 
own views. Whether any change is to be ex- 
pected or not is a question that no one can 
prophesy at present.”

PARA ROBBER. 


NEW-YORK MERCHANTS HAVE NO FEARS 
OF A SHORTAGE IN THE SUPPLY. 


Manufacturers of rubber goods in this city 
fail to share the apprehensions regarding a 
probable shortage in the rnbber supply which 
are felt by some of theimporters. ‘ A short- 
age of 5,000,000 pounds in the stock on hand 
is a merely relative fact,”, said Editor Bailey 
of the shoe and Leather Reporler. ‘It means 
that there is that much less in the hands of 
shippers and importers and in cargoes on the 
way than there was last year. But there may 


be that much more in the hands of the man- 
ufacturers. I do not believe there is, but I 
think the manufacturers are sutticiently sup- 
plied for theic present needs. The boot and 
shoe men, who are the largest consumers of 
crude rubber by far.in the country, again have 
had no season. Last year their business 
amounted to nothing because of the open 
Winter, and thus far this year there has been 
bo snow or slush tocall forth a demand for 
rubber shoes and boots. There is still a large » 
supply In the hands of the dealers, and un- 
less bad weather comes on pretty soon their pres- 
ent stock will oarry them through the season. 

“And so far as the revolution is concerned, I 
don’t think it amounts to enough, or is likel 
to amount to enough, to seriously interfere wit. 

People 
who induige in revolutions must have money 
with which to carry them on, ava Brazilis not 
likely to put ny obstacles in the way of its 
rubber trade. If by any chance not now fore- 
seen, however, the port of Paré should be block- 
aded and the shipment of rubber be entirely 
suspended for a prewrneeed period, of course 
there would be a b: , Sanne pinenngn ge of the market ; 
and prices would bound way up; but uobody 
believes that anything of the kind 1s going ww 
occur.” 

Treasurer Cheever of the New-York Belting 
and Packing Company was of much the same 
opinion. ‘We get rubber from all available 
points South of the equator,” said he, ‘but the 
best and larcest supply comes, of course, from 
Parfé, and anything which would out off that 
source of supply from the markets of the world 
would of course cause a disturbance of the 
mvrkets and prices would advance, But the 
troubles in Brazil have not yet interfered seri- 
ously with the rubber trade of Par4, and I do 
not think they are likely to. Early last Fall 
there was a prospect of a short supply, and 
everybody expected s sharp advance. This 
would probably have occurred if the normal de- 
mand had been maintained, but the boot and 
shoe manufacturers, the largest consumers, 
have lost another season because of the absence 
of snow and slush, and there has not conse- 
queaotly been the demand for rubber that we 
have usually had. This basin a measure offset 
the short supply and has kept the price from 
booming away up in the clouds.” 





SOCIEZY OF ST. JOHNLAND. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE TRUSTEES 
AND ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


The annual meeting of the Society of St. John- 
land was held yesterday afternoon at St. Luke’s 
Hospital, 17 West Fifty-fourth-street. The re- 
ports showed the society to be doing a good 
work. During the past eleven months 
$18,653 32 has been expended in maintaining 
the work at St. Jonbniand. There are now thir- 
ty-seven old men, fifty-five boys between the 
ages of three and fourteen years, and sixty-one . 
girls between the ages of five and sixteen years 


being cared for by the society. The impression 

seems to prevail that all beneficiaries must pay 

@ certain amount to get into the soolety, but 

such is not the case, for out of 116 children in 

the institution, more than 100 are cared for, 
free. There has beena considerable decrease 

in the receipte for the past year, but the perma- 

nent fund, by judicious investments, has been 

increased about $13,000.

| PLENTY OF DUCKS INSIGHT 


‘GOOD SPORT UN THE GREAT 
SUUTH BAY’S WATERS. | 

A LARGE NUMBER OF GUNNERS SCAT- 
TERED OVER LONG ISLAND ON 
CHRISTMAS DAY. 


Christmas proved a fine day for the gunners. 
Indeed, it was one of the best of the whole sea- 
son. Many sportsmen were out in the Great 
South Bay shooting the late ducks, and many 
more tried to find if there were any rabbits and 
quail Jeft on Long Island and up along the Har- 
lem Railroad. 

The duck hunters were surprised to find so 
many dueks still remaining in the Great South 
Bay. Ofcourse, they were pretty wild, but the 
decoys around the batteries could not fail to 
attract some of the broadbills and whisflers, 
and the expert shots could not complain of 
their luck, Probaply there have been more 
ducks on the feeding grounds of South Long Isl- 
and this Fall than in two or three years. The 
big flocks have simply contained thousands at 
times, while the small bunches of half a dozen 
to twenty have made black polka dots upon 
the surface of the bay. 

The small flocks are the delight of the hun- 
ters, as they usually are not: nearly so wild as 
the big lots and do not make nearly so much 
noise. When the big flocks get up from the 
water they rival acyclone in a forest in noise 
and darken the light of the sun. When a heavy 
windstorm comes they break upinto smaller 


flocks. The booming of batteries has been cou- 
stant all the month, and recently the weather 
has been mueh more favorable for lying out in 
the unprotected little craft. Sometimes the 
ducks remain all Winter, but with cold weather 
jac gp cioey | ice they are likely to start ona 
ong flight South, There has been no weather 
yet severe enough to cause the hardier birds to 
move on, . 

The quail and rabbit gunners did not do as 
Well as those onthe sea. The quail have been 
reduced to a few in number near the city. The 
Jaw will prohibit killing them or exposing them 
for sale on Wednesday, and at the same time 
the end of the season’s woodcock shooting 
comes, as well as that of small game such as 
meadow larks, robins, highholdera, and black 
biras, which, perhaps, should not be killed at 

ll. Itis not generally known that rabbits may 
be shot till Feb. 1 in most sections of the state. 
The additional month, however, doves not count 
ior much, as the little fellows are mostly killed 
off long before that time, and it hardly paya to 
take a trip for them now. They are very — 
and, while seemingly nearly exhausted now, 
by next Fall, so rapid is their multiplication, 
they’ will be as abundant as ever. They ought 
to be called hares, as that is really what they 
are. The rabbit properly belongs to Australia. 
In the northern part of the State there is a 
larger hare whioh turns white in Winter. The 
little gray fellows shot near the city are Vir- 
ginia hares. 

Some of the rarer owls have been shot recent- 
ly by the gunners. A great gray owl was shot 
near the Adirondacks, and in Nebraska an un- 
usually large number of snowy owls have been 
killed this month. 

Santers in Richmond County are interesting 
themselves in an effort to have the law for rab- 
bits in that county changed so as to prohibit 
shoeting after Jan. 1. 

Quail in Virginia are still abundant, and the 
hunters returning from their trips to the State 
yonert big bags and plenty of birds left behind. 

ild turkeys have been found down there by a 
few lucky ones and the mountaineers sald they 
were quite plenty. 

The bear huoters have not done well as yet 
jr Fall, and the stories they tell are rather 

ame. 

Pickerel would undoubtedly take kindly to 
bait or minnow during.the mild weather. In- 
deed, an old angler, who was watching a cro- 

uet game in Prospect Park Christmas, was of 

the opinion that trout would rise to a fly on the 
Long Island preserves. Fortunately, the law 
does not allow any such experiments to be 
made. -In the salt water codfish are holding 
sway on the banks, and tommy cods are yuling 
in the Hudson and Pelham Bay. Itis now the 
season when there is practically no tishing near 
the city. For three months in the year. the pan 
fishermen are not able to go in search of ther 
favorites. In March the flounders will begin to 
run. 
. The rush to Florida is starting in, and among 
the many who viait the Southern resorts are not 
afew fishermen. Good channel bass are being 
caught and the various varieties that visit the 
Long Island coast in Summer.

CASES OF INTEREST TO WHOLESALE 
DEALERS IN GROCERIES. 


Platforms in front of wholesale grocery 
houses in the city came to grief yesterday, 
when Corporation Attorney Steckler brought 
action against the firm of F. H. Leggett & Co., 
under Section 52 of the Revised Ordinances of 
this oity, it being alleged that the firm main- 
tained platforms in front of its place of buei- 
ness, One on the stoop line and tho other close 
to the curb. About a month ago Thurber, 
Whyland & Co. were defonfants in a similar 
case tried before Civil Justice Mitchell, and,.a 


decision being rendered against them, they 
were ordered to remove the obstructions. This 
they did. 

The cases against both firms came up yester- 
day in the First District Court, ana the firms, 
through counsel, reported that tne obstructions 
were removed, and asked that the pending 
suits for penalties, some forty'in number, be 
discontinued. ‘They agreed to this, and Justice 
Mitchell granted the application. Counsel Hotch- 
kiss, representing Austiv, Nichols & Co., against 
whom there were also several complaints, 
interposed demurrers to the suits against 
that firm, and attacked the ordinance forbid- 
ding street obstruction, arguing that the ordi- 
nance sued upon applied only to merchandise 
and chattels of that nature. Justice Mitchell 
reserved his decision. 

Mr. F. B. Thurpver, when seen at his office yes- 
terday by a TIMES reporter, said: “A business 
dealing iu large quantities of heavy goods néc- 
essarily creates more of an obstruction than one 
dealing with lighter goods. The provlem is how 
to do the business with the least obstruction to 
the pedestrian public. After consultation with 
the Superinteident of Incumbrances several 
years ‘ago when we moved into our present 
pbuilding, it was decided that a platform on the 
edge of the sidewalk such as we have been 
using, with short skids connecting 1t with the 
stoop line, would be less of an obstruction than 
jong skids lying across the walk most of the 
time. We are willing to do our business in any 
way the authorities may prescribe, but we pre- 
fer that which is thé least trouble to the public 
and to ourselves.”

THE GENERAL APPRAISER ANXIOUS TO 
KNOW HOW IT GOT OUT. 


General. Appraiser Donald McLean is in a 
state of mind. His apprehensions were aroused 
and his prospects of a merry Christmas were 
bedimmed by the publication of a letter in THE 
TimMEs of Dec. 18, in which he gave himself bad- 
ly away, so to speak, to one of his patrons 
and apologists. Mr. John F. Plummer has not 
yet indicated whether he knows to whom the 
letter was written, but he has probably had a 
private interview with his protégé, in which 


the protégé was given an object lesson in the. 
wisdom of keeping his private letter books out 
ot reach of his political enemies. 

Since then General Appraiser McLean has 
been worrying everybody in a useless endeavor 
to ascertain how his letter got.out.

Noone has had the courage 
tu reply to Mr. McLean that if his letter had 
not been an exceedingly improper one for a 
Government Official to write to a business man, 
under the existing circumstances its publica- 
tion could have dene him no injury. In point 
of fact the letter was only a bit of confirmation 
of a condition of things which was apparent to 
every interested person. 

Mr. McLean was appointed General Appraiser 
bt goo the solicitation of the Dry Goods Cabinet, 
of which Mr. John F, Plammer is aconspicuous 
member. Mr. McLean is nothing if not grate- 
ful, and in his zeal to exhibit his gratitude he 
used his official power, itis charged, to impose 
upon a large number of importers, in the ex- 
pectation that this would tnure to the benetit 
of his patrons. The letter that he was indis- 
creet enough to write only demonstrated the 
character and extentof his zeal and its prac- 
tical effects,

| BEGINNING THE MAYOR’S INVESTIGATION 


OF THY DUCK DEPARTMENT. 


Tammany Hall’s little prospecting tour into 
the Dock Department was begun in earnest be- 
fora Mayor Grant vesterday afternoon. Of 
course there was an interested assembly of pol- 
iticians in the Mayor’s office to watch things. 

There was considerable doubt for a time 
whether the hearing would go on, for ex-Surro- 
gate Rollins, who was one of the city’s counsel, 
was still feeling the effects of “la grippe.” 
However, 
anxtoas that the examination should proceed, 
and so Mr. Rollins’s suggestion that the hear- 
ing should be postponed until next Thursday, 
“so that all-day sessions could. be held and the 
entire matter disposed of the sooner,” was over- 
ruled. Once it was decided to proceed, Frank- 


lin Bartlett, as individual counsol for Mr. Mat- 
thews, objected to the investization proceeding 
on the Fey ae that the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts did not have statutory authority to pre- 
fer charges agatnat the Dock Department. The 
Mayor would not accept Mr. Bartlett’s sugges- 
tion, and thereupon the counsel for the Com- 
missioners of Accounts elected to examine the 
‘Witnesses who appeared upon the ninth speciti- 
cation, which says the Commissioners were 
careless in awarding contracts. . 

At once there were energetic protests from 
Messrs. Root, Peckham, and Sartlett, who de- 
clared that there should be no choice of charges 
or specitications, but that the hearing should 
progress in accordance with the charges and 
specifications as submitted by the Commission- 
ers of Accounts to the Mayor. After much legal 
argument, it was agreed that the proceeding 
should go on. 

With this understanding, Francis E. Moon, 
chiet clerk of the Dogk Department, was called 
as the first witness, an

EDUCATION IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


ADVANCEMENT MADE IN RECENT YEARS 
IN SOME PROGRESSIVE REPUBLICS. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As @ South American I take it upon myself to 
thank you for inserting in THE TiMEs of the 23d 
inst. the circular addressed by the Mexican Secre- 
tary of Public Instruction to tho Governors of all 
the States of that republic, as well as for the words 
of appreciation contained in the editorial columns 
of your valuable paper. 

The conduct of the Spanish-American nations has 
at one time or another made them, and in most cases 
is still making them, the object of contempt, and 


this contempt is freely and relentlessly shown 
them perhaps inalarger measure than is hac 6 
iblo with a spirit of wisdom if the end in view is to 
stimulate them to do better. Therefore, well un- 
derstood appreciation finds a quick response from 
the South American well-wishers, as it serves to 
make those nations fee] the importance of their po- 
sition before the world, aud encourages them to 
strengthen it. 

There is indeed nothing higher in importance 
than the difficult problem of the education of the 
misses, and, strange to say, none less understood 
until recent years. Nevertheless, some of those 
countries have already awakened to a full apprecia- 
tion of this question, and with the natural impetus 
of their race, some have advanced so far as tobe 
abie to-day to compare favorably with the most ad- 
vanced nations of the world. 

Such is the case with the Argentine Republic and 
Chili; others, though they have only just laid the 
foundation, the excellence and soundness of the 
latter argue well for their ability to have, ere long, 
a prominent place in this progressive era; such 
nations are Uruguay, Costa Rica, and Mexico, and 
in a less. degree, Nicaragua, ;Salvador, and Guate- 
mala. Even gic ap and Bolivia have of late 
given signs of making a start in the right direction. 

Asto the remaining countries, scientific know!l- 
edge, as well as intelligence and common sense not 
being wanting in any of them, it is to be hoped that 
all will s00n follow the movement of giving to pup- 
lic instruction the general and organized character 
which sociology requires. Gy. ee

The Athleties of Philadelpnia nave decided to 
remain inthe American Association, and in 
consequence will not join the Brotherhood 
movement. A meeting was held yesterday and 
the following officers were elected for the ensu- 
ing year: President—H. C. Pennypacker; 8ec- 
retary and Treasurer—W. H. Whittaker; Man- 
age’ —Willlam Sharsig; Directors—H. C. Penny- 

acker, W. H. Whittaker, William Sharsix, 

eorge 8. Horn, and Thomas A. Mink. All but 
twenty-five of the 500 shares of stock were rep- 
resented and the meeting, which lasted about 
an hour, was very harmonious. Tne stockhola- 
ers were unanimous in their selection of Mr. 
Sharsig as:manager, and they also paid a high 
compliment to Messrs, Pennypacker and Whit- 
taker tor the excellent work they have accom- 
plished. During the meeting a letter from 
one of the Athletio reserved players who has 
signed a Brotherhood contract was read. The 
writer states taat he and two others who have 
signed Brotherhood contracts woulda be found 
in their old positions on the Athletic Club 
when the season opened. While no names 
Were monutioned in the letter, the general 1m- 
pression is that the three are Stovey, Bierbauer, 
and Cross. Manager Sharsig was seen last 
evening and asked about the contents of. the 
letter. He stated that he had nothing to say. 
“I cannot tell all I would like to just now, but 
you can say that we will pretty nearly have 
the same old team we had last season, and we 
feel pretty sure of winning the Association 
cham pionsbip.” 

Henry L. Taggart, one of the stookholders of 
the new Philadelphia Olub, has withdrawn from 
the organization, and he has been followed by 
William H. Whittall. In explaining his action 
Mr. Taggart said: ‘‘In the first: place, it took 
more time than I could really afford to give 
from my business.’ When I first took part. in 
the matter the novelty of it was interesting, 
but I assure you that it soon wore off. [ found 
that as things progressed the task assumed her§ 
culean proportions, Itcrept into my business 
affairs and was a source of anxiety and trouble 
tome. It was all out of Gket with, I con- 
fess, very poor prospects of even a fair return. 
This ie the way that I, as a pusiness man, 
look 9% this new organization, and this is the 
maja reason why I got out of it. It is a gooa 
thing for the players but not for the stock- 
holders, and as for its being a ‘find,’ why that’s 
allbosh. The way matters stand this ts next to 
ps peg The players stand on the fence 
and watch the figures of the League and the 
Brotherhood go up to tremendous sums. When 
the topmost peg is reached the biggest bidder 
has the player. Now, where is the money com- 
ing from to pay these big salaries, which, if not 

given, must result in the player’s withdrawal— 
and the stockholder? You see how one-sided 
iris, Oh, it’s a big undertaking—much more 
so than a majority of people imagine—ana its 
success depends on a wonderful amount of 
perseverance and undivided effort.” Tbeseven- 
ty-five shares of stock held by Taggart and 
weoeer have been bought by Vanderslice and 
agner. 


A meeting of, representatives of. the Worces-- 


ter, Lowell, Springfield, and Hartford basepall 
interests was held in Worcester yesterday; E. 
8. Pierce was Laity) toes J Chairman und D. A. 
Sullivan of Lowell Secretary. It was proposed 
that a New-England league of eight clubs be 
formed, which was unanimously passed.

The death of Searle, the champion sculler of the 
world, has caused no small amount of activity 
among professional oarsmen in all parts of the 
worla. In Australia Kemp and Stansbury are 
claimants for the honors, while in this country 
Teemer, Gaudaur, O’Connor, and Hanlan say that 
they have aclaim on the title. Teemer ani Gau- 
daur have had. a warof words on the subject, and 
tue former is quoted as vaying: ‘“ Gaudaur fh not 
an oarsmaa of merit, and when he did defeat others 
in a boat it was not due to the powers he possesses 
asan oarsman. It was because he caught them at 
an off time, after fishing after it year in and out. 
It he loses @ race next season it will be ciaimed 
that his back is out of order, &o., but you oan bet 
he will be in fine condition before that. To his 
remarks that Tam no good I would say I de. 
feated him in eleven races when I was in rowing 
condition and he defeated me in four when I was 
not in rowing coudition, as is known to any one 
who knows ne._ In al! of the races I rowed bim in 
1833-4-5, he led me at the mile and a halt to 
the siakeboat from three to four lengths, but I de- 
feated him in each very easily all the same, because 
I was rowing then, and, if it had been possible, he 
would have lost aleg to defeat me then. I always 
defeated him when in condition, and he knows it. 
He says Hanlan is no good andis broken down. 
This was not so when Hanlan defeated him. He 
defeated the St. Louis man for the championship of 
America in 1887, and would have done so when 
hé rowed him before that had he (Hanlan) 
not rowed in a boat too smalland swamped. He 
had the best of Gaudaur when he met with 
the mishap. I do not think Hanlan would 
have to take very long training to defeat Jacob 
now. I defeated Gandaur twice at Puliman and 
twice at Manitoba in 1883, twice at Conneaut Lake 
and once upin Maine in 1884. Inthe same year 
we rowed & dead heat on Creve Cur Lake, when ¥ 
gave him five seconds’ start. I fouled on a spag 
which was placed there for that purpose, and the 
roferee so decided and called ita dead heat. de- 
feated him at New-Orleans in 1885. He defeated 
mo at Wood's Rup, and also on three occasions in 
1886, ata time when I was not rowing with my 
usual strength and men lke Ten Eyck beat me. 
Again I defeated him for the championship of 
America in 1887 at Lake Marandicake and also at 
Point of Pines and at Annapulis in 1888. I rowed 
badly in the latter part of 1885 and 1886. But I

CHANGING 178 RAILS. 

The Fourth-Avenue Railway Company is/at 
present engaged in a somewhat interesting, ©x- 
periment in changing its tracks from Astor- 
piace to Forty-second-street. Last Summer the 
compaoy changed the old T tracks along the 
Bowery, Grand, Broome, and Centre stregs to 
the flat rail, and while so doing used: the tracks 
of tue Third-Avenue Railway along the Bowery 
and Park-row. Above Astor-place a problem 
confronted the company. It was how to change 
the old tracks without seriously interfering 
with the traffic of the line. Yesterday, however, 
the experiment was begun at Astor-place. 

The old T rails remain, but they ar® being con- 
verted into the flat rail by tbis ingenious pro- 
cess: Strips of tough wood are latd along the 
inner sides of the raiis, making a foundation 
somewhat Similar to what is provided by the 
wooden ties of a railway. Upon these strips 
are nailed longitudinally strips of steel, which 
raise the surface of the inner face of the T rail 
to such an extent that it becomes to all intents 
and purposes a fiat rail. This arransement is 
only temporary, for the present rails will all'‘be 
changed for the flat ones next Summer.
